When peace smiled Lackawanna continued 
that advance movement which had been 
started in it the previous week. It rose to 149, 
by which time the last short in the stock 
had been driven to cover, and a sudden re- 
cession of several points followed. ‘The occa- 
sion for this bull demonstration was the ap- 
proaching publication of the annual report 
showing over 9 per cent earned on the stock 
during the year 1891. This is a trifle less than 
1890, when 10 per cent was reported. It is 
said Lackawanna will go to 200 and the asser- 
tion ought to be believed by this time, for it 
has been made at intervals for the last eleven 
years, during which period the stock has gone 
up and down between 150 and 88. 

Manhattan Also Rushed Up. 

The next stock to rush up was Manhattan, 
which from 104 went to 110 with sensational 
rapidity, making six points advance in one 
day. If one of the industrials had done this 
there would have been much shaking of heads 
and warnings about the flighty character of 
this class of sécurities. Of course Manhattan 
fell back again some points under realizing 
sales. There was no short interest in the 
stock, as it has not been traded in specula-

In former discussions 
of gas properties it has been more than 
once asserted that Consolidated Gas would 
increase its dividends and would sell up to 
125, and some day it certainly will unless the 
growth of New York should come to an end. 
In the course of time, when confidence has 
grown in the management of the Chicago Gas 
company, the stock of that will sell at a figure 
corresponding to the dividendsit pays. It 
certainly does not now, if comparison be 
made with other securities paying 5 per cent, 
and not one is more sure of continuing than is 
the Chicago company, to say nothing ofthe 
certainty. of increasing that rate.

MR, PRENDERGAST’S POSITION IN 
THE DRAINAGE BOARD, 


For a Minority of One He Makes One Meet- 
ing Extremely Interesting for the Ma- 
Jority—A Resolution That Rouses His 
Ire and Is Roundiy Denounced—Attor- 
ney Goodrich Submits ag Onvinion Re- 
garding the IIlinots and Michigan Canal 
~Change of Day of Meeting. 

Richard Prendergast constitutes the minor- 
ity party in the Drainage. Board. But he is 
quite astrong and useful minority, notwith- 
standing, and though the majority against 
him is 7 to 1 that majority is much afraid of 
the minorit@and resorts to gag law and other 
expedients tochoke him off and to prevent 
him from making suggestive criticisms. 

Mr. Prendergast was speaking at the meet- 
ing yesterday in opposition to a resolution of 
Mr. Cooley. offered in behalf of the Engineer- 
ing committee when he was interrupted by 
Chairman Wenter of the board, who asked, 
“What authority is there in the law for the 
erection of pumping-works on the disposal of 
Ohicago’s sewerage by this Board?“ 

Mr. Prendergast promptly answered: The 
general design of the law. It was passed for 
sanitary purposes. Are we nota sanitary board 
of a sanitary district? Is it not our duty to 


take such measures for improffng the sanitary 


condition of the district as are not repugnant 
to the law? There has just been read before 
this board an opinion from your attorney 
which points out that we can use the 
Iuinois and Michigan Canal within 
the limits of Cook County for the 
purposes of this act so long as we do not in- 
terfere with its use for public, that is, for nav- 
igation, purposes. The purposes of this act 
are sanitation. We read every day in ‘the 
papers, we hear every day in our homed and 
in the streets of deaths and disease resulting 
from the foul condition of the river over 
which we have already assumed jurisdiction, 
and all that this board suggests is the digging 
of a hole in the ground between Lockport and 
the Sag. This is puerile. It is almost crim- 
inal. ) 

What we ought todo is to begin the con- 
struction of a canal, a drainage channel— 
not a fad waterway—which will take 
this poison from our midst in any direc- 
tion and deposit it in some place where it can 
do no injury, and we ought to keep digging 
and cutting at that canal until we get the nox- 
ious stuff away as far as possible. That is 
what we ought to be doing instead of prepar- 
ing to dig holes in the ground or in ‘trying to 
throw dirt in the eyes of the public by such 
reports as this resolution calls for.” . 

There Were Frequent Interruptions, 

Mr, Prendergast was frequently interrupted 
by questions propounded: by Mr. Cooley, Mr. 
Wenter, and Mr. Boldenweck. Finally, he 
was called to order by the Chair for having 
talked beyond the time allotted, thirty minutes, 


though he had not spoken twenty minutes, 


and also because he was not speaking to the 
question, having referred to the Lockport- 
Sag project, though that was referred to in 
the resolution. But Mr. Prendergast had said 
what he wanted to say and sat down. N 

The resolution which caused all the row w

WuHeEReEas, This board by ordinance passed April 
21, 1891, ordains that the Sanitary District of Chi- 
cago do forthwith enter upon, use, widen, deepén, 
and improve the Chicago River from ite mouth 
at Lake Michigan to the South Branch thereof, 
and also the South Branch thereof, with 
the South and West Forks thereof, for the 
poses of the Sanitary District; and ;

works; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Chief Engineer is hereby 
instructed to prepare a map of the Chicago River 
and the South Branch and the forks thereof from 
such data as may now be in existence, supple- 
mented by such survey as may be incidentally re- 
quired, and that he submit a plan for the im- 
provement of the same so as to pass not 
less than 300,000 cubic feet per minute 
between the lake and Ashland avenue 
without endangering the stability of the channel 
or material injury to the interests of navigation, 
and t he accompany such plans with an ap- 
proximate estimate of the cost of all work re- 
quired and damages that may be incurred; pro- 
vided that the cost of such survey and plan shall 
not exceed $10,000 and the surveys shall be 
restricted to such portions of the river as the 
engineer may deem essential, and that the 
work already ordered between Sag and Lockport, 
and that which shall be ordered between the wa- 
fers of the Chicago River and Joliet, shail not 
thereby be delayed. 

Mr. Cooley’s Statement. 

Mr. Cooley, in presenting the resolution, 
said that there was almost enough data in pos- 
session of the city now to make a map of the 
river such as was necessary for the purposes 
of the district. A few detached surveys 
would be necessary. A map to define prop- 
erty rights was not contemplated. The main 
reason for the map was to enable the board 
to prevent the placing of obstructions in the 
channel, which might require millions to re- 
move when the board got ready to use the 
river as its main drainage channel. Already 
the city had thoughtlessly placed many such 
obstructions in the channel which 
would require from $200,000 to $1,000,- 
000 to remove. The board could 
not resist these encroachments until it had de- 
fined its purpose in the river. This the map 
would do. 

Mr. Prendergast objected strenuously to the 
resolution. A survey such as described would 
not enable engineers or the board to deter- 
mine the cost of makmg a channel such as 
was described. There should be a more de- 
tailed survey, defining the limits and lines of 
property to be affected by the improve- 
ment. For $10 the facts of the city 
surveys could be collated, and for twice 
the amount a map might be made as good as 
the one on which it was proposed to spend 
$10,000. But the whole resolution was a mere 
subterfuge. It was offered as a report from a 
committee in order to make it appear that the 
committee was doing something. It was a 
scheme to keep in the dark the real cost of 
the improvement necessary in the river. 
It was admitted that the resolution 
did not contemplate an estimate of the land 
damages that would be assessed along the 
route. Hence no true estimate of the cost 
could or was intended to be made. 

Object of the Resolution. 

The real object of the resolution was to take 
the attention of the public from the real object 
for which the Sanitary District was organ- 
ized—to save, the city’s water supply from pol- 
lution; to take the attention of the voters from 
the fact that their money was being put into a 
great hole below Sag, while not an effort was 
being made to keep the water supply from 
pollution. The resolution called for only a 
preliminary survey of the river and another 
one would have to be made at some future 
time costing an immense sum of money. 
Nothing is bemg done, said the speaker, by 
the present board for the relief of the 
city from the pollution of the stock. 
yards. The provisions of the law are not be- 
ing carried out. It refers to a drainage canal

The board was now liable toa suit at law, 
since it was sometimes a fortnight after the 
week’s end before the employés were paid. 


Treasurer Smith’s last report showed a bal- 


ance ofg$722,283 and expenditures for January 
of $9,272, The people have received $1,535 in

After the meeting Mr. Cooley said that if he 
thought the iaw would permit he would favor 
entering on work which would improve the 
sanitary condition of the district pending the 
construction of the drainage chan- 
nel, and that if Mr. Prendergast or 
anyone else could suggest a feasible scheme 
he would consider it. The law might be 
amended to afford such temporary relief.

A Trio of Smoke-Makers Qualified to Cause 
Terror. 

It is contemplated to have a roof garden on 
the Masonic Temple. It is a fair quostion 
who will want to goto a roof-garden where 
all he can see of the city is a panorama of 
smoking chimneys and fuming exhaust pipes, 
whose smoke and steam envelope the roof in 
a cloyd through which little is visible of the 
earth below. and that which is visible only

smoke compels unwilling admiration by con- 
trast with the clearness of the pure sky. above. 
The Masonie Temple towers above the sur- 
rounding buildings like a colossus. It is 
topped. off with a thick cloud of the 
blackest smoke in .Chicago—and that 
implies quite a considerable degree of black- 
ness. That was the picture presented yester- 
day. The cloud of smoke was quite majestic 
in its grandeur and solitude at the height of 
an ordinary building above the roofs of the 
structures around it. The wind was just strong 
enough to curl the smoke prettily without 
scattering it in those regions which lie above 
the draft in the streets. It was without ques- 
tion the most esthetic smoke-cloud in the city 
yesterday. 

It had some rivals by its side, puny by com- 
parison with the smoke giant above its own

roof. There was the building No. 45 to 47 
Randolph street, adjoining the Temple, Its 
stack put forth its best efforts in emulating 
its colossal neighbor, and when it saw that 
the contest was hopeless it threw its cloud 
against the walls of the Masonic Temple, 
where it scattered along the width of the big 
building and climbed up to the roof. 

Then there was a chimney, or rather a tall 
pipe, projecting above the roof of the building 
Nos. 67 to 71 Wabash avenue, corner Randoiph. 
It was a good imitation of the Masonic Tem- 
ple smokestack, but necessarily on a smaller 
scale. It smoked hard and joined with the 
other two in making a trio, grand from the 
point of view of the smoke producer. 

To one coming up State street from the 
south it looked at times, when the three stacks 
were in operation, like a thunder cloud rising 
in the north, so dark was the sky in that direc- 
tion. It was sport to these smokestacks, but 
the neighbors did not look upon itin that 
light. A nice exhibition of fraternity and 
good will towards their fellow men on the part 
of the Masons,” said an indignant passer-by. 

For the information of those who were 
down-town yesterday it may be stated, that it 
was aclear day.

Ezra F. Foot’s Story of How Actress Blood

Streets Across the Tracks Maintained— 
No Road Can Under Its Charter Be- 
come an Obstruction to Public Con- 
venience—An Appeal Will Be Taken. 

The street crossing litigation between the 

Illinois Central railroad company as com- 
plainant and the City of Chicago as defend- 
ant was decided yesterday by Judge Tuley. 
Arguments in the case were made two weeks 
ago before Judges Tuley, Collins, and Horton, 
Corporation Counsel Miller and his assistant, 
Mr. Chetiain, representing the city, and At- 
torneys Fentress and Givin appearing in be- 
half of the railroad. 

All the contentions. made by the city were 

y sustained, and for want of equity the bill 
of the railroad company was dismissed and 
an appeal taken. The effect of the decision 
is that the city has a right to condemn; that 
it has a right to cross at grade; that it is for 
the City Council to decide what the public in- 
terests require, and that the exercise of fran- 
chises by corporations must yield to the pub- 
lic exigencies and fhe safety of the communi- 
ty. The opinion is as follows: | 

In this case it will be sufficient to announce 
briefly the conclusions arrived at without at- 
tempting any extended discussion of the prin- 
ciples involved or the authorities cited, The 
bill is filed by the Illinois Central railroad to 
enjoin the City of Chicago from further pros- 
ecuting a certain condemnation suit for the 
extension of Fifty-sixth and other streets 
across the right of way of the railroad and 
from condemning the easement’ of extending 
the defendant’s streets at grade or otherwise 
than by a yiaduct over or a tunnel under the 
railroad mght of way and tracks, and that the 
court adjust the relative rights of the parties 
at such street crossings and require such ex- 
tension, if made at all, to be made by a via- 
duct or tunnel. 

The contention of the complainant that the 
ordinance under which the condemnation is 
sought requires the condemnation of the land 
as well as the right of way of the railroad in- 
cluded within the lines of the street as sought 
to be extended’ is not well taken. 
Such is not the legal effect of the ordinance 
or of the condemnation proceedings under it. 
Nor does the ordinance require the taking or 
condemnation of the exclusive use of the rail- 
road right of way for street purposes, nor as 
to exclude complainant from 8 the same 
after the street is so extended, If the ordi- 
nance was subject to such objections it would 
be involved as in excess of the charter powers

street to pass over its railroad tracks. 

The question here involved is not the ad- 
justment of equities as to the street crossing 
between the railroad and the city, but it is 
whether or not this court has the right to in- 
terfere with and limit the city in the exercise 
of its lawful —＋ 1 for the public benefit. 
The great weight of authority is that the rail- 
road must yield to the municipality, a govern- 


Fear of Being Forced to Klevate Their 
Lines the Cause of the Action— Facts 
That Show This Desire for Public Safety 
to Be a Matter of Policy. 

A new era in the history of methods of pro- 
tecting life and limb at the street crossings of 
railroad tracks has opened in Chicago. The 
strange phenomenon is now presented 
of railroad companies urging the city 
authorities to proceed with the construc- 
tion of viaducts, all the cost of which 
they agree to pay. Heretofore railroad 


companies have protested against the con- 


struction of viaducts. They were too costly, 
they said, They would be willing to pay for 
the structure over their tracks, but they 
would not pay for approaches or for land dam- 
ages or other incidental expenses. 

A record of their, reluctance in these re- 
spects may be found in the $500,000 in the 
way of judgments for viaducts piled up 
against the city during the last three years 
and on which the city is now paying 6 per cent 
interest, because the railroad companies re- 
fuse bo pay those damages until compelled to 
do so by the courts, whose decisions they have 
fought off during all these years. But there 
is hardly a railroad company now entering 
the city that is not willing to build all the via- 
ducts that the city may call on them to build. 

„Why,“ said Commissioner Aldrich yester- 
day, “Mr. Hughitt of the Northwestern road 
told me a fey days ago that his company 
would gladly build viaducts wherever we re- 
qire them. They will build the viaducts at 


Kinzie street and North Halsted street, which 


we recently ordered. The other roads are 
also kindly disposed in these respects.”’ 
But why this change of heart? it will be 


asked. When did the change come about? 


It dates back to the agitation for the elevation 
of tracks. It was developed by the report of 
Ald. Madden’s committee which visited 
the East. It became marked since 
the passage of what is known 
as the Torrence terminal ordinance. Since 
that time two companies, the Chicago and Al- 
ton and the Madison and Northern, have de- 
veloped an amazing anxiety to pay for the 
construction of a viaduct at Halsted street 
south of the bridge and between it and 
Archer avenue.“ hen the Madison and 
Northern obtained the right of way into the 
city (it is a branch of the IIlinois Central, by 
the way) it most reluctantly to con- 
struct a viaduct over its tracks on South Hal- 
sted street.

highway; that such would be the effect of 
a grade crossing; and as the city has the 
power to extend its streets over by a viaduct 
or under by a subway, that, therefore; by nec- 
essary implication, the power of the city is 
limited to one of these two modes. 

The power given the city to extend its 
streets over or across any railroad right of 
way is clear and explicit in its terms. There 
is no limitation as to grade, or as to how. it 
shall extend its streets over or across the right 
of way of railroads. The terms over and 
“across” are used as synonymous terins. 
They mean the same thing, and are certainly 
broad enough to authorize a grade crossing. 

When the railroad accepted its charter it 
took the same subject to the right of the State 
—by itself or its accredited representatives 
the municipalities—to exercise the right ot 
eminent domain. It did not and could not 
by its charter acquire any contract right which 
would prevent the exercise of this right of 
eminent domain. Every railroad takes its 
right of way subject to the mght of the public 
to extend the public highways and streets 
across such right of way whenever the public 
exigenty demands it.

What Inspires This Haste?

Washington Hesing, Potter Palmer, and Leo

Some 
think the matter will have to be 
passed upon by the full board, while 
others say it is within the power 
of the Executive committee to grant tne re- 
quest. The directory will meet Friday. The 
subcommittee was also instructed to confer 
with the Michigan avenue property-owners, 
but Mr. Hesing said yesterday that none of 
them had yet been seen. It is understood 
that as soon as the hall has been selected the 
subcommittee of the National committee will 
come to Chicago and arrange for the details 
of the convention. 

Property-owaers on Michigan avenue, be- 


“tween Monroe and Jackson streets, are de- 


cidedly averse to the use of the Exposition 
Building by the Democratic convention. Not 
that they have any objection to the existence 


-of the old landmark for the short period

Payson was well acquainted in Chicago, 
having been engaged in the real-estate busi- 
ness here in 1883 and 1884, and at frequent in- 
tervais in the last score of years has been here 
on business. 

Mrs. Payson, who took charge of his store 
when he left, did not become uneasy at his 
prolonged absence until Jan. 18, when she 
telegraphed to Mr. Abbott to know why her 
husband did not come home. Mr. Abbott re- 
plied by wire that he had net seen Mr. Payson 
since Jan. 13 and supposed he had gone home.

CHANGED FROM BLACK TO WHITE.

The Death of a Mau Who Was a Pazzie to 
the Doctors, 

For many years one of the most familiar 
and well-known figures on the streets of 
Westminster, Md., has been Abraham Ire- 
land, familiarly known to both old and 
young as “Uncle Abram,” a hard-work- 
ing, industrious colored man, kind and 
genial in disposition and unobtrusive 
in manner, says a special from West- 
minister to the Baltimore Sun. Until recent- 
ly he enjoyed excellent health. After a short 
illness of pneumonia, following an attack of 
the grip, he died Saturday morni at 7 
o’clock, in the 83d year of his age. To the 
younger generation of Westminster he was 
probably not so great a curiosity as to the older 
ones, who remember him in his younger days 
as having a shiny, jet black skin, with every 
indication of his pure African |meage, and his 
gradual change to a pure which has been a 
constant source of speculation dd curiosity. 
The change was not a sudden One, but very 
gradual, and no change in his feelings or 
health was the least noticeable. He 
was born at Soldiers“ Delight,” Balti- 
more County, Md., on Palm Sunday, 
1809, of slave 2 and was the prop- 
erty of Nicholas Lowe, who sold him to Amos 
Lowe, with whom he moved to Finksburg, 
Carroll County. When i5 years old his master 
sold him to Mr. Andrew Powder of Westmin- 
ster, with whom he learned the tanner’s trade 
and lived until hé was 45 yearsold. He worked 
at his trade until 1870, but did not think the 
tan had any effect on his color, as other col- 
ored men worked in the same yard without 
any change of complexion. 

Both his parents were full-blooded Africans, 
very black, as are all of his children, his son 
David, one of the most. ptominent colored 
men in the town, having a rich mahogany 
complexion. The first change noticeable in 
Abraham was a white spot which ap- 
peared on his chek about thirty years ago, 
then on his forehead. and one wrist, the 
white spots appearing on different parts of 
his body and gaining for him the title of 
Leopard.“ The spots then increased rapid- 
ly, finally coming together, until hie entire 
body was of a sickly white, aptly described by 
Huck Finn, in Mark Twain’s famous book, as 
**fish-belly white.“ The change was com- 
plete and permanent, no fading from black 
to white, nor shad of color, but pure, un- 
mistakable white. "His head is perfectly bald 
and of the same deadly white as the rest of 
his body. A few spots of color haye ap- 
— in recent years upon his face and these 

e attributes to sunburn, as his life has been 
spent principally out of doors. His body was 
whiter than his face or hands. There has 
never appeared to be any skin disease or un- 

leasant itching sensation, and the old man at 

ast succumbed to the hand of death, as so 
many others have done in the last year, from 
cold and the prevailing grip, his bodily health 
in every other way having been still unim- 
paired. While puzzling the medical fraternity 
Abraham attracted the attention of the pub- 
lic and received several offers to place him- 
self on exhibition in dime museums, and 
also received a very _ flattering offer 
from the veteran showman, P. T. Barnum, but 
these he declined, preferring & quiet life 
with his son, never caring for notoriety. A 
few years ago Mrs. Jacob Eldridge of Howell, 
Mich., a similar freak, died in State and 
attracted considerable attentions She was 
also of full African bl her’ granafather 
having come from Guinea, and her experience 
of the change from a colored toa white per- 
son was similar to that of Uncle Abram,” 
suffering no inconvenience nor showing any 
signs of a skin disease. was the 
other case known to the publi 
ent time.

PRIVATES REPLY To CAPT. HA R. 
DENBROOK’S ASSERTIONS, 


They Claim That His Statements in Regard 
to the Trouble at the Ball at the Second 
Regim t Armory Are Not True—The 
Claim Privates Did Not Compete 
with Officers at Fort Sheridan Also De- 
nied~All Received Invitations and Ex- 
pected to Be Allowed to Dance, 


The trouble at the dance given by Company 
Cof the Second Regiment, I. N. G., when pri- 
vates in uniform were not allowed to take 
part in the dances, still seems to excite con- 
siderable interest. 

Friday afternoon Capt. Hardenbrock said in 
explanation of his action in issuing the order 
keeping privates off the dancing floor while 
officers were present that at the first annual 
competition in rifle-firmg held at Fort Sheri- 
dan last October the enlisted men were not 
allowed to compete in the same lists with the 
officers, 

“A reference to the official program used 
on that occasion,” said a private of the Sec- 
ond in speaking of it, “shows that Capt. 
Hardenbrook was in charge of the arrange- 
ments for that contest, and in official an- 
nouncement of the results o com peti- 
tion it appears that Private D. M. Lewis com- 
peted in the same class with Capt. Harden- 
brook himself in the regimental team compe- 
tition. It is also officially announced that at 
sundown Oct. 21, 1891, Private R. M. Ritchie 
engaged in shooting (presumably on the same 
terms of equality) with Capt. R. H. Aiken, 
Sixth Infantry, I. N. G., and with two Lieu- 
tenants of the Fifteenth Infantry, U. S. A.” 

Another private of Company C, speaking of 
the matter, said: 

I am sorry to say, as I am one who sympa- 
thizes with the Captain, that the explanation 
he offers in Thursday’s Tarom is false, and 
he knows that just as well as I or any member 
of the company does. He says that we did not 
help to pay the expenses of the ball. Well, he 
cannot say that to Company C, because he 
knows better. We had deducted $2 each 
($174 in all) from our pay for camp duty, and 
we understood that it was for this dance. He 
further says that he told the company a month 
before that none of the enlisted men would be 
allowed to dance, but he said that to the re- 
porters. He cannot say that to the company 
because he knows that somebody wall toil 
him to his face that it was false. 
He further says the company is made up of 
plumbers, bricklayers, and hodcarriers, which 
is a di ult to the company members— 
that is, t enlisted met. Company C has 
over 100 men on the rolls, and many of them 
stand higher sogially and financially than 
— of commissioned officers of the regi- 
men 

1 don’t want the Captain to understand 
that lam one ofthe big kickérs. Iam with 
him in this case, as I am sorry for what hap- 
pened, but I don’t want the Captain to say 
things that are not true. He knows that he 
made a blunder, and I like to have him 
admit it like a man.“ 

Still another member of the company has 
an engraved invitation which he says was 
handed to him and all other members of the 
company by Capt. Hardenbrook himself. 

**Weeach received one, be said, and there 
was no intimation that we were not to be 
allowed to dance if we attended. We under- 
stood that we had paid $2 each towards the 
expense of it, and as the invitation was ex- 
tended, according to the inscription, by Com- 
pany C,’ and one Captain and two Lieutenants 
do not constitute a company, we believed that 
we were inciuded somewhere. 

As near as we can learn Capt. Hardenbrook 


has made conflicting statements in regard to 


that assessment and the proceeds of the ball. 

He told us that the assessment was 

for the purpose of giving the ball. 

Since then he has said that it was for 
the purpose of furnishing thecompany’s room, 

One letter of his has been puplished in which 
he asserts that the proceeds of the bal] were to 
be used for furnishing the company’s room, 
and I have in my pocket another in which he 
says that they are to be ex in purchas- 
ing a stand of colors. As for the uniforms, or 
his plea that we need not have worn them, the 
tickets issued are indorsed on the back in 
Capt. Harden brook's handwriting: Not good 

unless in full dress uniform.“ I did not wear 
mine to the armory, but I had to convince the 
Sergeant at the door that I would put it on as 

soon as I got to the company room before he 

would let me in.”’ 

“The explanation of the story that the 
members of my company paid $2 each to- 
ward defraying the expenses of the ball is 
this, said Capt. Hardenbrook. ‘** When we 
were jn camp at Springfield the men of Com- 
pany C voted that $2 be deducted from the 
pay of each man for the purpose of raising a 
fund with which to suitably fit up our head- 
quarters. After exempting from this tax 
about twenty-five men who been 
detailed to perform special camp duties there 
were seventy-five men left from whom to col- 
lect this sum. hen I, being the master 
of my company, attempted to do this I found 
that all but forty men had sold their pay in 
advance to brokers on the ground, I was 
consequently unable to collect more than $80 
from the mien.“ 

Col. Judd's Statement. 

Col. Judd said last night in reference to the 
trouble: 

** The dissatisfaction is, or was, confined to 
four members of the company who objected 
to being denied the privilege of dancing in 
uniform, and with one exception these men 
are neither regularin attendance nor in good 
standing otherwise, 

„The press has criticised Capt. Harden- 
brook severely for his action in not allowing 
enlisted men to mix with officers and guests 
in uniform on that occasion, and I should like 
to point out the injury done the National 
Guard service by such criticism. Quoting the 
words of rominent officers of 
National uard, who have been 
interviewed on the subject and who have 
invariably stated that ‘the militia cannot be 
compared with the regular army,’ and ‘the 
citizen soldiers were not to be treated in such 
a snobbish manner,’ and ‘ that the militia can- 
not be held to the same discipline as the regu- 
lar army,’ etc., I would say that the National 
Guard or the active militia can be compared 
with the regular army; that I for one want it 
to be, and that the more we are compa 
with the army of the United States the better 
it will be for us, the more efficient we will be- 
come, the more it will spur us to greater ef- 
forts. 

The army of the United States is the pat- 
tern which the government set for us to fol- 
low, and the more we attain to their, perfec- 
tion the greater respect will be shown us, as 
no one, not even foreign nations, will deny 
that we have an army which, though small 
is a gallant band, thoroughly disciplined, and 
splendidly officered. Only a few years ago 
the National Guard of this State was uni- 
formed as pleased the fancy of the officers in 
command, and we did not at- 
tempt to follow army regulations in 
anything. Today every soldier is uni- 
formed with the service uniform of the 
regular army. Not only in uniform and 
equipments dowe resemble them, but our 
officers and men are instructed in their cus- 
toms and courtesies, and we are surely near- 
inga time when we can be compared, and 
— compared, with the army in all 
things. 

The hardest subject that the officers are 
called upon to handle is the subject of social 
equality in the National Guard, but this will 
in time be overcome, is all other obsta- 
cles have been, by a few officers estab- 
hshing a precedent and others taking it up. 
A prominent officer of the National Guard 
stated that he was ‘not present at Company C’s 
party, sent his regrets, had a previous en- 
gagement, did not expect trouble, thought it 
was only an ordinary company party,’ etc., 
but he cannot approve of Capt. Hardenbrook’s 
conduct and thinks it was extraordinary. 
This officer, upon reflection, will remember 
that he has never attended an ordinary com- 
pany party given by any company in the Sec- 
ond iment, either in company with his 
wife or alone.

CONCERT BY THE CHICAGO ORCHESTRA. 


The Program Rendered in a Thoroughly 
Enjoyable Manner. 

The program off by the Chicago Or- 
chestra at its concert in the Auditorium last 
evening was one which for musical enjoyable- 
ness has not been surpassed by any that Mr. 
Thomas has yet arranged. Mozart’s Sym- 
phony in E flat, with its beautitul Andante, 
bustling Minuetto, and jesting Finale, began 
the evening’s music. A work new to Chicago 
—a Concerto for French horn by Richard 
Strauss—followed, adding novelty to the first 
division of the program, and the magnificent 
Leonore No. 3 of Beethoven preceded the 
intermission. * Frühlingwogen, a new 
symphonic poem by Philip Scharwenka, fol- 
lowed the and a familiar 
work in form, Liszt’s most 
attractive orchestral work, Les Fre- 
ludes, compieted a program of rare sym- 
metry, and of deep musical interest. The 
interpretation these great works received at the 
hands of Mr. Thomas and his men was truly 
masterly. Could the Chicago public but realize 
how finished, how exceptional, is now the 
playing of this orchestra, the Auditorium 
would certainly not have a vacant seat during 
any of its concerts. It is subject to serious 
doubt if there is in this country today an 
orchestral organization capable of any finer 
work than that done by the Chicago Orchestra 
last evening, and those that can even attain to 
1 excellence are but two or three in num- 

r. 

The Mozart Symphony was played with 
small orchestra and in a manner truly de- 
lightful in its technical smoothness, and clear, 
simple, yet forceful style. To the Lenore 
Mr. Thomas accorded a readi which for 
breadth, nobility and dignity, and intense fer- 
vor has rarely been equaled here, evan by 
him, and his men overcame the difficulties of 
the great work most admirably. ‘‘ Les Pré- 
ludes was brilliantly given, and. it was here 
that the superb quality of the brass of the or- 
chestra was again proven. 

Of the two novelties, Scharwenka’s “ Frühl- 
ingwogen probably claims first attention 
because of its ater size and more preten- 
tious style. Although so long as to leave the 
impression of diffuseness it is nevertheless a 
work containing many beautiful movements 
and much that is attractive, interesting, and 
musically of merit. Scharwenka has shown 
himself a thorough master of the technic 
of modern composition, the orchestration 
of his poem being rich, full of color and 
warmth, yet at no time extravagant or 
bizarre. He has followed close atter Wagner 
—so closely in fact that the episode for horn 
succeeded by the wood-winds and strings 
seems almost to be taken from Tristan and 
Isolde.“ Aside from this there is little that 
can be called imitation, most of the compo- 
sition revealing a good gift of melody, 
cleverness of musical idea, and skill in in- 
vention. The Concerto for French 
horn by Richard Strauss reveals few 
traces of the talent that in later works has 
shown decided tendency to break away from 
all accepted musical forins and rules. It is a 
work that is pleasing without possessing any 
claims to striking originality in style or idea. 
The slow portion is the most effective part of 
the composition. Mr. Herman Dutschke was 
the soloist. He managed his usually re- 
fractory instrument with splendid skill, not a 
single rough, impure tone marring his work. 
It was a rare achievement. and one that re- 
flects highest credit upon his abilities. :

EST IN EUROPE.

After Nearly Thirty Leers of Free Trade 
Comes This Great Economic Change—All 
Seaports Choked Up with Goods Trying 
to Get In—Rallways Blocked with 


Changed Tariff Special Arrangement 
Now Meing Made with the United States. 


. iSPRoIAL CABLE.) 

Pants, Jan. 30.—France at this moment 1s 
in precisely the same position as that in which 
the United States found itself on the eve of 
the application of the ey tariff. To- 
mofrow she will see an economic revolution 
which, owing to her great wealth, 
she did not need. The new tariff 
will make of France — after nearly 
thirty years of free trade—the most protec- 
tionist country in Europe. And this will have 
been the work of the dogged fanaticism of a 
few doctrinaires and of the coalition of a 
group of politicians whose horizon is bounded 
by their private interests, What will come of 
the change only the future can decide. 

The immediate results have been an increase 
in the work of the Custom House officials, aa 
increase in the wages of the dock laborers, and 
a feverish fit of activity in the railroad and 
shipment business on the frontier. 

All the great seaports are choked up with 
imports which it is hoped will be admitted be- 
fore the expiration of the present tariff at 
midnight tomorrow, The block is particular- 
ly greaton the Spanish frontier. The Span- 
ish Northern and the French Midland 
lines have. never known such an 
accumulation of freight. At Bordeaux 
the shipping firms have, in order to save time, 
been authorized to make their customs declar- 
ations in the port of Pauillac. On the bor- 
der of Spain the blockade is made greater by 
the inadequacy of the railway rolling 
stock to transport consignments. The 
Chemin De Fer Du Midi people have 
been obliged to lend the Spanish 
company 200 baggage cars to help it and to 
clear the stations at Irun and Hendaye. Over 
2,000 demimuids of wine are being brought 
daily to Cerbere, a town on the French side 
of the frontier. Four hundred carloads 
of merchandise have just deen sent 
from Spain to Hendaye, where 200, 
000 hectoliters of vine are now 
lying. That port has been so incumbered with 
im ports, * 3 by a decree it has been closed 
since Dec. 25 Hand all consignments now 
reach it by rail, The block at Irun, on the 
Spanish side, is just as great, In fact, it is 
virtually impossible to get French goods into 
the town, 

From Rouen we hear the same story. The 
quays are so crowded that oe and con- 
signees of Spanish exports have been com- 
neg to store the goods they receive in the 

elds surrounding the city. The by-laws 
which uire a space of two meters to 
be left free the rails at the 
Rouen depot have han to be Modified. 
An interval of only half a meter is now per- 
mit The steamers are doing double duty, 
and tomorrow the rush of business will have 
been vastly increased, although many extra 
trains have been put on by the Compagnie 
des Chemin de Fer de l'Ouest to 
facilitate the transport of wine to 
Paris. The shipping interests have petition- 
ed that the offices of the customs should be 
kept open till midnight every day till tomor- 
row, t, basing r action on a law passed 
the 22d of August, 1791, which ordains that 
their offices should be closed at 6 p. m., the 
customs offibers have refused to accede to this 
request, a proof of the stupidity which often 
marks the conduct of the French authorities. 

At Boulogne the quays are covered with 
English exports, waiting to be conveyed to 
Lille, Turcoing, aad Roubaix, where the mer- 
chants have been trying to lay in large stocks 
in — to avoid the application of the new 
tariff. 

The movement of freight trains at Roubaix 
has been interrupted, Over 6,000 cars filled 
with merchandise are standing in or near the 
Roubaix station awaitmg examination.

Spain Will Suffer Most. 

The gravest inconvenience resulting from 
the changed tariff is noticeable in the direc- 
tion of Spain. Sefior Canovas is now playing 
Sig. Crispi’s game. He has assumed a high- 
handed attitude in dealing with France, and 
intimates that the commercial strain may 
throw Spain into the arms of Ger- 

This state of things, however, 
dangerous to Spain than 
France. Italy knows what her commercial 
hostility to France has cost her, and Spain is 
even less prepared than Italy to stand an 
economic strain, for she has just passed 
through a serious financial and political crisis 
which has threatened the future of her little 
monarch, and it will be hard for her to find 
a market for her exports like France. 

The maxiinum tariff will now be applied to 
Italy, to Spain, to Roumania, and to Portu- 

al, which is closing its frontier against 

rance. A rupture with Switzerland has been 
averted by the adoption of a provisional 
modus vivendi yesterday. Belgium has today 
also adopted a modus vivendi. 

In virtue of existing treaties the minimum 
tariff will be applied to Mexico, Chile, Hon- 
duras, Hayti, and San Dommgo. Of the 
African States the Republics of Liberia and 
the Transvaal will also be allowed§to avail 
themselves of the minimum tariff. 

All other transatlantic countries will have to 
submit to the maximum rates except the 
United States: The basis of commercial re- 
lations with your republic will be determined 
by a special convention, the outline of which 
has already been agreed upon by the Govern- 
ments of Paris and Washington. Privileged 
rates will be allowed for certain exports of 
both countries. 


Agitated Over Fees. 

The members of the Bordeaux bar have 
been in a state of agitation for some time 
past owing to the interference of the 
Solicitor-General in the matter of fees which 
the barristers contend is one to be settled by 
themselves and not by outside interference. 
The whole bar in full session went to 
the length of recording a vote condemning 
this interference of the legal adviser 
of the government. The latter replied by 
holding a special court, in which the mem- 
bers of the bar were publicly requested to 
withdraw their censure. Last Wednesday the 
Palais de Justice at Bordeaux beheld the un- 
wonted spectacle of a case in which the Judges

Sporting Men Eager for English System of 
Betting. 2 
Sporting circles are trying to get the Minis- 
ter of Agriculture to permit a betting ring on 
the English plan at races.

Loro, Jan. 30,—This has been an unsatis- 
factory day on the Stock Exchange. The 
markets were mostly more or less depressed, 
owing to the liquidation of a large outstand- 
ing account in connection with which ugly 
revelations are expected. The funds were un- 
changed. Americans continued to be sold in 
connection with the account above referred to. 
While this goes on there is no dis- 
position to support the market, 
so that prices dropped until a 
general decline was established, including 14 
per cent in Lake Shore, % in Louisville and 
Nashville, and a sharp fraction in the others. 
Canadian lines were little dealt in; Canadian 
Pacific opened lower, but closed with a small 
improvement. Grand Trunk preferred and 
guaranteed stocks were a trifle worse. Mex- 
ican ordinary preferred yielded to a moderate 
extent. Money was more wanted. For short 
loans 1 to 1144 per cent was charged. This dis- 
count inarket continued quiet, with two and 
three months bills unchanged. 


PORTUGAL’S FINANCIAL DIFFICULTY. 


Many Taxes to Fe Increased and Rigid 
Economy Practiced, 

Lisson, Jan. 30.—The government today in- 
troduced in the Cortes a bill imposing on of- 
ficial salaries taxes varying from 5 to 20 per 
cent, increasing property taxes, and raising the 
tax on bonds, including those of the interior 
debt, to 30 per cent.. 

In addition the bill asks for authority to 
subsidize charities whose incomes are dimin- 
ished, and to negotiate the conversion of the 
interior and the exterior debt-holders of either 
having option to pay the foregoing tax. 
Among other proposed economic measures 
the bill provides that the new im- 
posts are to remain in force till 
the end of the financial year 1892. 98. then to 
be reduced if possible. The preamble con- 
tains a plain statement of the condition of 
Portugal’s finances and estimates, placing the 
deficit at 10,000,000 milreis ($10,800,000), the 
floating debt at 23,000,000 milreis, and the ag- 
gregate governmental advances to financial 
institutions at 13,000,000 milreis. 

Intimating that a further loan is im possible, 
the government expresses the belief that the 
carrying out of the proposals in the bill will 
extinguish the deficit and appeals to the cour- 
age of the nation to choose aright between 
the required sacrifices and dishonorable bank- 
ruptcy. The bill created an excellent impres- 
sion in the chamber.

D&. EDWIN FIELD TALKS OF HIS BROTHER 


Talk with the Veteran Religious Editor at 
the Palmer House. 

The Rev. Dr. Edwin M. Field, editor of the 
New York Evangelist and brother of Cyrus W. 
Field, arrived at the Palmer House last night. 

He is in Chicago as the guest of the Presby- 
terian Union, before which he will speak to- 
morrow evening at the Palmer House. Mr. 
Fieid claims the distinction of being the old- 
est religious editor, in point of years of service, 
in America, as he has been at the head 
of the Evangelist for thirty-seven years. He 
talked interestingly about the trials of his

If this had not been the 
case I would not have consented to leave him. 

ou ask me about the insanity of my 
nephew. There is no doubt whatever in m 
mind he is insane. He showed mark 
signs of mental d ment eight months 
before the crisis came. is case was exam- 
ined before twenty-four jurors at White 
Plains, N. J., and there President Bradley of 
the Tarrytown bank testified that he had 
never seen a more upright man when he was 
sane, but that eight months before the failure 
he had instructed his assistants not to deal 
with him, for the reason that he was deranged 
and not responsible. 

„Dr. Choate, one of the greatest specialists 
on insanity in the country, pronounced my 
nephew insane without a question of doubt. 
No other hypothesis could explain his peculiar 
dealings. He had been everywhere known 
and frusted for his probity and good sense, 
and all at once he launched into most un- 
accountable schemes, 

Lou ask me about myself, I would rather 
talk about anything else; but if you want to 
know who I am I will tell you that I am prin- 
cipally known, besides my editorial capacity, 
asa traveler and a writer of books of travel.’ 

Dr. Field has traveled around the world 
three times, and’ each time he has recorded 
his experiences in books which have found ex- 
tensive sale.

THE FALLEN BARON WAS GLAD TO DIE. 


He Squandered a Fortune to Become a 
Menial in a Strange Land. 

New York World: The Baron Oscar von 
Stuepnagel was one of the gayest men in Ber- 
lan society five years ago. He was the son of 
a prominent nobleman and had blue-blooded 
ancestors in plenty. The young Baroa was 
over six feet tall, straight as an arrow, and 
though of powerful build his hands and feet 
were as small as a woman’s. He had a hand- 
some face and a military bearing. He had 
served in the Guard Cuirassier, the pride of 
the empire and one of the finest military 
bodies in the world. 

After completing his term of service in the 
guard, the Baron charged into the fastest of 
the fast-set. He electrified Berlin and drifted 
to Paris. Then de went back to Berlin. He 
spent money lavishly. His name became one 
of the best knéwn in the world of gayety and 
frivolity. After exhausting the pleasures of 
Berlin and Paris he went to Monte Carlo. 
When he turned away his bank account was 
exhausted.

They Want an Accounting, 

A lengthy bill was filed in the Circuit Court 
yesterday by Davis Olney and Lodema 0.

AN ECCENTRIC MILLIONAIRE. 


He Planned a Sham Funeral and Kept an 


Eye ou His Heir’s Administration. 

From Austria, the land of eccentric noble- 
men, comes a story without a parallel in the 
recent record of human idiosyncrasies. The 
Galician millionaire, Casimir von Mionczyn- 
ski, was removed from his vast estates near 
Lemberg to an asylum for the insane in 
Döbling, at his own instance, about eight years 
ago. About five months later his death was 
announced, It was said that he died in the 
night, and the properly drawn certificate 
of the physician was to the effect that 
death was caused by heart disease. In the 
—— after the night when the death was 
reported the other physicians saw that the 
closed coffin was carried to the family burying 
ground and there interred, without having 
been opened in the presence of the million- 
aire's friends. The heir of the Mionczynski 
property, Count Nicodem Potocki, took pos- 
session of the estates. The departed noble- 
man left neither wife nor children. 

About the middle of December the tenants 
of the Count were astounded at midday to see 
the bent form of a man exactly resembling 
Casimir von Mionezynski pass along the road. 
The old man spoke to all in a voice that re- 
called visions of their former landlord, and 
most of the peasants fled in superstitious 
terror from the sound. Hardlyless fright was 
caused at the castle when the old man sent in 
a card bearing the words “Casimir von 
Mionczynski.“ When Count Potocki met 
him the old man explained that he 
had given the physician who gave out 
his death certificate at the asylum and 
conducted the mock funeral $5,000 for his 
part in the plan and a promise not to reveal 
the fraud until after the physician’s death. 
That event had been announced, he said, and 
he, therefore, had returned to his estate. The 
old man said he had taken securities for about 
$50,000 abroad with him and had lived on the 
interest. His object in all this remarkable

the villagers round about knew of the royal 
visitors’ presence among them. The Princess 
will in a tew days leave for the south of 
France, and in all probability Prince George 
will acéompany her. They will live in strict 
‘seclusion there. 

The destination of the funds collected for 
wedding gifts to the late Duke of Clarence 
‘and Princess May remains undecided. It 
was sought to learn the wishes of the Prince 

of Wales, but he declined to give tne slightest 
hint on so aclicate a matter, The Lord 
Mayor of London has convened a meeting for 
principal collectors throughout the country 
to secure an interchange of views, and as s0 
many are. in favor of doing something of 
Princess May it is probable that a settlement 
will be made upon her. The Duke of Teck, 
who knows well what royal poverty means, is 
not likely to veto it. Though many feel the 
vulgarity of such an offering, jet few now 
speak agginst it. 

By the death of Sir Oscar Clayton, the em- 
inent surgeon, the Prince of Wales has lost 
one of his oldest friends. Clayton was the 
first of the doctors summoned when the Prince 
was taken ill in 1871 to diagnose the case of 
typhoid-fever, and he has always had the credit 
of saving the Prince’s life. Sir Oscar was a 
rich bachelor and 76 years of age when he 
died, but he never ‘cared to be reminded 
that he had grown old. He always dyed his 
hair and enjoyed life immensely. 


Goschen's Pound Notes and the Silver Ques- 
tion. 

The controversy still rages in connection 
with Mr. Goschen’s one pound-note scheme, 
notwithstanding that it will not be proceeded 
with, Next to the bankers the class which 
takes most interest in the subject are the re- 
tired Anglo-Indian officers, civil and military, 
whose incomes have been greatly affected by 
the fall in the price of silver. 

Maj.-Gen. Saxton of the Madras staff corps, 
speaking for this class, remarks today : 

It is marvelous that the see-saw now going 
on receives no attention. The United States 
Government every week or so purchases 
something like a quarter of a million sterling 
of silver at the current market price, with 
the avowed object of raising the price of sil- 
ver. Exactly cvery week the Secretary of 
State for India sells nearly a half million’s 
worth of silver, as money, not at the market 
price but invariably below the market quota- 
tion. It is impossible under such conditions 
that any other result than that which happens 
could occur. Codperation with the United 
States is the first start towards solving this 
difficult problem.“ 

Gen. Saxton, in common with a good many 
people in this country, believes in the issue of 
25 florin or 24% pound notes, on a silver 
basis, while others still pin their faith to 
pound and 10-shill'ng notes. 

Thanks to the discussions and reports in the 
newspapers and to the propaganda of the 
Bi-metallic League thousands of Englishmen 
now take intelligent interest in the silver 
question, where formerly scores displayed but 
a languid curiosity. This being so, and seeing 
that there are in the present Cabinet at least 
three bimetallists more or less pronounced, 
the moment is singularly propitious for ask- 
ing the British Government to take part in an 
international currency congress. If, as it is 
stated here, such an invitation has already 
been sent, it will almost certainly be accepted; 
and it is equally sure that a Liberal govern- 
ment, which may be in power a few months 
hence, will have nothing to do with anything 
which savors of bi-n.ctailism. 


The Austro-Hungarian Currency Reform. 
Some excitement prevails in the financial 
world over the announcement that the Austro- 
Hungarian Government has decided to pro- 
ceed forthwith with a scheme of currency re- 
form which will require $100,000,000 in gold to 
effect. As most of this will have to come 
from London a special agent has been sent 
over to talk over the matter with Mr. Goschen, 
who is not in an amiable mood just now. But 
the agent has been instructed to meet the 
wishes and convenience of the British Gov 
ernment and financiers as far as possible, and 
doubtless the desired loan will be arranged. 
The Daily News, however, thinks the agent’s 
reception will ‘hardly be a cordial one. It 
| adds: In the first place, the present con- 
dition of business is not such as to make 
it at all desirable 
country fregh power to withdraw gold from 
London. Even if a loan were concluded on 
the continent London would be called upon 
to supply the gold required. As to such silver 
as Austria has on hand, it appears that the 
government of the dual monarchy has made no 
definite offer to the United States Treasury, 
and the propogal to sell Austrian silver in 
New York seems to have been put forward 
tentatively. Iu other words, it was a sporting 
offer for the purpose of eliciting the views of 
the American Treasury in case an opportunity 
to carry through the exchange of Austrian 
silver for American gold should arise. The 
amount of surplus silver held in Austria-Hun- 
gary is believed to be between ten and sixteen 
million dollars. It is a pity that the oppor- 
tunity 1s not taken to introduce instead a sil- 
ver standard, but in any case the present posi- 
tion is not one which would favor the sale of 
even fifteen million dollars’ worth of silver, 
and it is believed that the metal will be re- 
tained for comage into Maria Theresa dollars 
by degrees. 
The Drama in Cape Town and in London.

Movements are on foot in various quarters 
having for their object the N of the 
smoke and fog nuisance, The London fogs 
which descend upon the town are bad enough, 
but are made almost unbedrable to the 
healthiest and most robust people by smoke.

Unauthorized Circulars to Exhibiters Is- 
The Injury They Do to the World's Fair 
Explained—Permission to Lay Tracks 
Asked of the City Council—The Privi- 
lege of Landing Boats ut Jackson Park 
to Be an Exclusive One. 

Vice-President Bryan and Halsey C. Ives 
write from Rome that they are much annoyed 
and greatly impeded in their work by circulars 
issued by private and unauthorized persons 
and circalated m Italy as well as France. 
Chief Ives of the Department of Fine Arts 
complains that he was greatly hampered by 
one circular, whieh claimed to be published 


by official authority, He was forced, he 


writes, to make eudless explanations and put 
questioners aright into whose hands had fallen 
the bogus document. 

He claimed that one circular, the printed 


caption of which is as follows: The Co- 


lumbian Exposition International Exinbit and 
Information Company of Chicago,“ had 
caused him much embarrassment. The firm 
issuing the circulars, Mr. Ives said, had grant- 
ed to some one in Italy the power of attorney. 
The gold notarial seal attached to the power 
of attorney is accepted, Mr. Ives writes, by in- 
experienced Italians as evidence of the authen- 
tic nature of the appointment, and lends 
weight to the promises and offers published. 
There is in Chicago a concern which has print- 
ed a series of circulars and books with full 
page illustrations which represent it as having 
a large building in Jacksom Park for the ac- 
commodation of those who do business with it. 
These circulars make further the claim that 
the managers are authorized to allot space to 
intending exhibiters. The facta are that the 
firm in question has no privilege of any sort 
on the Exposition grounds, and has no author- 
ity whatever for allotting space. This is done 
by the Director-General alone.

The 
tracks proposed to be laid ‘are to run through 
Seipp avenue for a distance of 3.000 feet or 
thereabouts, and cross Sixty-eighth and Seven- 
ty-first streets, and several alleys and minor 
streets, at e. In consideration of the 
grants asked the Columbian Exposition com- 
pany is to undertake to assume all liability in 
the premises, keep the streete in re- 
pair, employ the tracks only for Fair 
purposes, and before November, 18%, 
remove them and frestore the street.

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ITALY SENDS ONE HERR, 


——— — 


May Go Back Soon, Unless He Resigns 
to Run for Governor eof Indiana—In- 
demnity for the Italians Who Were 
Lynched—The New Rules of the House 
Discussed, but Nothing - Done—Electio 
of Senators by the People, 


Wasuinetoy, D. C., Jan. 80.—[ Special. 
Cables from Rome in regard to the New Or- 
Jeans lynching are in the main correct. If 
Minister Porter does not onelude to resign 
and run for Governor of Indiana he will re- 
rurn to Italy in a few weeks, provided Italy 
sends a Minister to the United States. Not 
otherwise. „Italy first recalled its Minister 
and left its interests here in charge of a 
subordinate. It must therefore make the 
first move toward reéstablishmg cordial 
diplomatic relations, Baron Fava will not come 
back, because he has been given a better post 
as Minister to France. It is understood, how- 
ever, that the Italian Government intends to 
send some distinguished man to take his post. 
Minister Porter has never been formally re- 
called. After the New Orleans incident and 
Fava’s departure from the United States the 
American Minister was given leave of absence 
to travel Europe, When he got 
tired of thathe came home to the -United 
States on a visit. 

As to the indemnity, there is no doubt that 
this country is willi to make some com- 

nsation to the families of such of the men 
lynched in New Orleans as were actual sub- 
jects ot King Humbert. Last April it was un- 
derstood that if the negotiations had not been 
broken off so abruptly the President might 
have recommen the subject to Congress for 
its consideration, though neither Congress nor 
the Executive admits the legal responsibility 
which the Italian Government sought to claim. 
Whatever indemnity is granted, it will be on 
the ground of benevolen as was the case 
with the Chinamen killed by the mob inWyo- 
ming. Concern the punishment of the 
New Orleans mob, President’s views were 
given in his annual message, when he recom- 
mended the enactment of a law giving the 
Federal courts jurisdiction over cases involv- 
ing the violation of treaty rights,

AMENDMENTS TO THE PATENT LAW. 


Recommendations by Commissioner Sim- 
ends in His Annual Report.

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THE CITY N AND THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 

Following in the line of the decision of the 
Supreme Court in the case of Chicago versus 
the Northwestern Railway Judge Tuley has 
decided that the city has a right to open cer- 


| tain Hyde Park streets across the Illinois Cen- 


tral right of way. He repudiates the curious 
doctrine of the railway lawyers that a railroad 
is as important a corporation as Chicago. The 
Judge says that every road takes its right of 
way subject to the right of the public to ex- 
tend streets and highways across it whenever 
the State, or the municipality acting in the 
place of the State, decides that such an exi- 
genty exists. And he says further that it is 
for the Council to determine whether the new 
crossings shall be over, under, or surface ones. 
Judge Tuley says also: 


In another case the Supreme Court holds that 
“tne State has reserved to itself the power to 


-onact all proper police laws necessary and proper 


to secure and protect the life and property of the 
oitisen + Prominent among the rights reserved 
and which inhere in the State is the power to reg- 
ulate the approaches to and the crossings of pub- 
lic highways and passage through cities and vil- 
lages where life and property are constantly in 
imminent danger by the rapid and fearful speed 
of tailway trains. The exercise of their fran- 
chises by corporations must yield tothe public 
exigencies and the safety of the community. 

The counsel for the railroad says he will 
carry the case to the Supreme Court and that 
he believes it will reverse Judge Tuley's de- 
cision. There is no probability of that. The 
court will not reverse itse But the counsel 
for the Illinois Central is not far from the 
truth in another statement made by him, that 
the matter will end in the company’s elevating 
its tracks. It certainly will be an impossibili- 


ty for it to mamtain grade crossings with 


gates this side of Jackson Park, especially 
during the World's Fair year, for trains will 
be coming and going every half minute, and 
it will be as much as a man’s life is worth to 
attempt to cross the tracks, They will have 
to be elevated and the railroad will have to 
foot the bill. It might as well shake hands 
with that fact and get acquainted with it. 

Railroad lawyers may carry their clients’ 
cases to the Supreme Court of the United 
States, but it will not avail them. If they 
would open their eyes to the course of events 
they would see that the people, who make laws 
and judges, are insisting that the police power 
which is vested for their protection in States 
and their municipalities shall be exercised to 
its fullest extent for their benefit, and that the 
judges are beginning to do so and will keep 
on in that path for some time to come. 

When the public needs require it streets can 
be extended across railroad rights of way. 
When it becomes necessary to protect those 
crossings railrgads must do it at their own ex- 
‘pense and not call on the city to do it. It will 
not be many years before these principles will 
be unquestioned legal axioms. 


MAYOR GRANT AND EX-MAYOR HARRI- 


It was stated in yesterday’s New York dis- 
patches that Mayor Washburne had called on 
Mayor Grant and that the latter, greatly to the 
surprise of the former— 


Unburdened himself of a few sentiments in which 
Carter Harrison’s name figured prominently. He 
denounced Carter H. asatraitor.

been continuous blundering, inefficiency, and 
lack of intelligence. The present City En- 
gineer is forced to edmit now that the four- 
mile tunnel will not be in use before the first 
of October of this year. The Commissioner 
of Public Works says it will take five months 
yet to increase the pumping capacity at 
Bridgeport. The managing trustee of the 
Drainage Board, who first raised the cry of 
alarm about the spread of typhtid-fever, says 
it will take five or six years to complete 
the drainage channel, or the great water- 
way, as he calls it. The Council, 
instead of proceeding to extend the 
tunneis now in use, is preparing to prolong 
the Cregier botch and hole in the ground 
known as the North Shore inlet tunnel, whose 
intake is less than a mile from shore. There 
1s no immediate prospect for that relief which 
the Health Commissioner so pathetically 
urges. 

Cannot the city authorities take note of the 
emergencies? Cannot Mr, Onderdonk hurry 
up the work on the four-mile tunnel so that it 
may be available next summer? Will not the 
Council, instead of wastmg money in ex- 
tending the North Shore tunnel, use 
the money in extending the exist- 
ing tunnels beyond the two-miie crib to 
a region of absolutely pure and wholesome 
water in the lake which the shore pollution 
cannot reach? Cannot Commissioner Aldrich 
devise some temporary expedient for sending 
more of the river water down the canal than 
is being sent at present? 

If typhoid-fever becomes epidemic or even 
more largely prevalent than at present, if 
kindred diseases increase in malignity, it is the 
present city administration and not past ones 
that will be held responsible, People will 
begin to refer to the Washburne City Govern- 
ment as but a continuation of Cregier’s ré- 


gime of incapacity, waste, and blundering, 


unless the water supply is improved in every 
way and that soon. The Health Commission- 
er has told tersely how it may be done.. Mayor 
Washburne and his principal officers should 
fake note of it. 


“ DOWN-DRAFT” COMBUSTION, 
The discussion of the problem “ How te 


prevent smoke” in this city is accompanied 


by a consideration of all the principal methods 
that have been suggested for obviating the 
smoke nuisance, Itis pretty generally con- 
ceded that the only thing to be done is to 
effect a thorough combustion of the fuel, but 
the question is how to do that. The end to be 
accomplished is to expose each particle of 
combustible matter to the required quantity of 
oxygen when at the temperature required for 
combustion, that being about 800° of the 
Fahrenheit scale. Nature takes care of the 
rest. The principal advantage gained by the 
use of the best appliances for smoke preyen- 
tion is that in some one of several ways they 
provide for this intimate mixing of the fuel 
with air at the temperature necessary to chem- 
ical combination. 

Une of these, if not the best, is the Hawley 
plan of obtaining a smokeless furnace by the 
use of the down draft. It has been in opera- 
tion for some time at several establishments 
in St. Louis, and at the Fairbank canning 
works in this city, and gives the best of re- 
sults in each case. The grate bars are hollow 
tubes with an internal diameter of about one 
inch. These are filled with water which cir- 
culates freely through them, passing from the 
source of supply into the boiler. The air 
needed for combustion is admitted over the 
bed of burning coal, and passes through it 
down between the bars to a second bed of 
burning fuel, which is altogether composed of 
the smaller piecés of coal that have dropped 
between the water bars before bemg 
consumed. From the chamber between the 
two beds the products of combustion are 
made to pass under the boiler, increasing 
to the vaporizing point the water previously 
heated in the grate bars. The heat produced 
by the coinbustion is thus made available to 
the greatest possible extent for the production 
of steam, while the process of combustion 


itself is so nearly complete that only a small 


part of the heat force in the fuel is lost, and 
that small portion is the only one that can 
produce smoke. Instead of being allowed to 
rise as soon as formed into a space from 
which they must pass the next moment into 
a comparatively cool flue the distilled gases 
are made to go down through the upper bed 
of fuel, from which they are evolved, and any 
part not already burned meets with the re- 
quired supply of oxygen in the chamber be- 
neath. 

It is difficult to imagine any more efficient 
method of solving the problem, and the re- 
sults obtained seem to fully warrant confi- 
dence in the theory, The figures arrived at 
by some expert tests were published en the 
sixteenth page of Tun Tsun of the 3d inst. 
They indicated a complete absence of smoke, 
an increase of 20 per cent in the steam gen- 
erating power of the boilers, and a saving of 
nearly 25 per cent im the quantity of fuel used 
to produce a given number of pounds of 
steam, while it. was demonstratea beyond 
question that the furnace will consume the 
poorest quality of slack or lump without 
the emission of any but the minutest quantity 
of smoke. The furnace saved fully one and 
one-half pounds from the usual quantity of 
about six pounds of Connellsville coal per 
hour required to produce one horse-power, 
and hardly a trace of carbon was found in the 

It 1s fair to say that some of the users of the 
Hawley appliance do not admit that there is 
a Material saving in fuel, while others place 
the economy in this respect at 12 to 25 per 
cent. But all of them testify cheerfully to the 
fact that it is smokeless, and any doubt on 
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comparatively plain sailing.“ Indeed, the 
circumstance of her own carriage being in 
waiting for her outside the hotel 1s fatal to the 
theory that she left home while asleep.

We 
can suppose her to have been in a hysterical 
condition, to have given instructions to be 
driven to the Palmer House, and arriving 
there to have been in a semi-dazed state, from 
which she was roused when shaken by a 
stranger. Any moderately well read medical 
man could satisfactorily account for all the 
published details on this theory. 

Of course it cannot be confidently asserted 
that this is the truth of the matter, in the ab- 
sence of testimony fur or against the hypothe- 
sis stated. But in this matter-of-fact age it is 
not considered philosophical to accept a super- 
natural explanation where a natural one offers 
itself so handily as to be in itself plausible, 
with nothing to throw the shadow of a doubt 
upon it. So it may be said that even if the 


‘investigation of this case should be under- 


taken by an enthusiastic spiritualist, and he 
should arrive at the conclusion that the lady 
was acting solely under an impression from 
the spirit world, he would have to furdish the 
proof that it could: not have been obtained in 
any other way, or his claim would not be ac- 
cepted by any who are not already committed 
to that faith. In the absence of such proof 
the claim would not be entitled ta credence. 

The world is wiser now than in the days’ 
when every little mental emotion, to say noth- 
ing of the stronger ones, was ascribed to the 
influence of spirita, angelic, demoniacal, or 
of mortal affinity, as the case might be. It is 
not-by any means equgl to the task of explain- 
ing all the phenomena of mind manifestation 
through the agency of matter, but it knows 
enough to be able to discern that many of the 
so-called miracles of past ages can be account- 
ed for without supposing the existence of 
other than natural laws, and is rather disposed 
to think that the age of miraculous deeds ana 
spirit intervention in the affairs of mortals are 
not facts of the present, however it may have 
been in the past. Andso the Palmer House 
„mystery may be dismissed with the remark 
that if all the attendant facts were known it 
would probably be found as simple an affair 
as are the tricks of the juggler on the stage. 
Naturally enough, the lady herself cannot be 
expected to volunteer an explanation, and 
without that the facts may never come to 
light. But if they do not there is no necessity 
for supposing it was any other than an in- 
stance of dazed action following the receipt 
of (to the lady) a piece of startling’ intelli- 
gence because in relation to a man in whom 
she may have been strongly interested. 


SCIENTIFIC RAIN-MAKING. 

The latest.number of Science has a commu- 
nication from Edward Powers in regard to the 
artificial production ‘of rain which contains 
some interesting remarks ou the conclusions 
recently drawn from the discoveries of Mr. 
John Aitken in Scotland. The writer thinks 
that if some have gone to one extreme in re- 
lying too much on concussion as the means 
whereby the process of nature that leads to 
rain can be set in motion, the other extreme 
may have been reached by those who hold 
that it is smoke or dust particles alone which 
can produce such a result. It is pretty well 
demonstrated that simply throwmg smoke 
into the air does not produce rain. There are 
scores of cities in the United States the chim- 
neys of which are each day emitting vast vol- 
umes of smoke, yet they do not cause rain. Nor 
can it be truthfully alleged that the smoke 
they send up is not of the right kind. It con- 
tains a great deal of sulphur aad carbon, 
which, according to the theory based upon the 
Aitken experiments, are among the sub- 
stances that form dust particles around which 
molecules of aqueous vapor most readily col- 
iect. In fact these are the very kind of ma- 
terials supposed tobe the most effective in 
causing the collection of vapor to form cloud 
matter, Still, it may not be weil to deny the 
theory that smoke has a share in the work of 
producing the rain which follows battles, and 
Mr. Powers can afford to concede this with- 
out loss of prestige, since he placed the idea 
on record more than twenty years ago, 
though not claiming it to be original with 
himself. But he sees no reason, as yet, for 
doubting that force exerted by means of ex- 
plosions and expended on the earth and air is 
a necessary factor in the artificial production 
of rain. 

The point is also made that a blunder was 
committed by Prof. Newcomb in his maga- 
zine article on the subject, wherein he laid 
himself open to the imputation of being guilty 
of ttle very thing he charges against the ad vo- 
cates of the concussion theory—namely: that 
of ignoring or endeavoring to repeal the laws 
of nature: This he did by asserting that ten 
seconds after the sound of Gen. Dyrenforth’s 
last bomb had. died away everything in the 
air—humidity, tempersture, pressure, and mo- 
tion —was exactly the same as if no bomb was 
fired, thus deuying at one stroke the principle 
of the conservation of forces. With less zeal, 
but greater wisdom, Prof. Blake of the State 
University of Kansas practically admits that 
the forees brought into action by explosions 
are resolved into heat, and he 
like Newcomb, annihilate this 
unwilling to admit that it can 


Evidently the question of producing rain by 
artificial means is not yet settled. Possibly it 
will be so considered within the present year 
if Congress makes the appropriation asked for 
to. cover the cost of systematic work to be 
done in that direction the coming summer, 
only it may be remarked that in case of a 
negative answer many may refuse to he satis- 
fied. Some minds are so constituted that 
they cannot feel the force of negative proof. 


NO RELIEF TO BE HOPED FOR FROM 
COOLEY. 

There came before the Engineering Com- 
mittee of the Drainage Board at ite last meet- 
ing two resolutions looking to the utilization, 
as a part of the drainage channel, of the IIli- 
nois and Michigan Canal to Summit. Mr. 
Cooley, who is the Engineering Committee, as 
he isthe board, explained to his colleagues 
that there were reasons for deferring action.” 
He preferred that his Chief Engineer should 
report first on the alternate lines for the route 
between the Sag and Lockport. Then be de- 
sired his board to adopt a route between those 
two points, to let the contract, and begin the 
work on the double-capacity rock-cut with its 
useless expenditure of ten or twelve millions. 
It was his further desire that his Chief Engineer 
should proceed then to complete a map of 
the river. When these various matters had 
been disposed of and several months’ time had 
been consumed, then it might be proper to 
look into the canal question, 

It is plain that Mr. Cooley stands by his pro- 
gram that nothing shall be done to give relief 
tothe city from the dangers of an impure 
river. He has returned to his first love—navi- 
gation. He abandoned it fora time under the 
stress and strain of election necessities, and 
ran up the typhoid-fever and polluted-water 
flag. Bemg in office he has discarded the- 
means which enabled him to get there, and 
has gone back to his oid policy of cutting a 
navigable channel with a depth of eighteen 
feet of water between Lake Michigan and 
Joliet, and in the hope of making sure of a 
double-size fifteen mile gash in the limestone 
rock is determined that the work shall com- 
mence at the southern end of the route. 

As this paper has stated before, the execu- 
tion of the drainage work on this plan signi- 
fies that the city and its neighbor Joliet must 
put up with a sewage-laden river and canal 
until the channel is completed from Lake 
Michigan to Joliet and the water allowed to 
flow into it. If the money were forthcoming 
and Mr. Cooley allowed to carry out his navi- 
gation schemes unobstructed years would 
pass by before that chief among procras- 
tinators would be through, But the Sanitary 
District has not the money to put up for his 
grand ship-canal schemes, and whenever he 
attempts to put them into force and to per- 


vert a sanitary work and make it a navigation 


one the courts will be appealed to and his un- 
constitutional operations stopped, 

The law nowhere says that the work of ex- 
cavating must begin at the rock end of the 
route. Neither the Sanitary act nor any 
other statute forbids this city increasing the 
quantity of water it sends down the Desplaines 
and the Illinois, There isa joint resolution 
which prescribes the minimum of 60,000 cubic 
feet a minute, but if the city could pump 300, 
000 there is no law to hinder its doing so. If 
operations on the channel were begun at the 
upper end, and the South Branch were ex- 
tended to the Desplaines River, the city could 
start pumps at the junction point and throw 
into the river as much water as could be 
passed through the South Branch. The canal 
would need only the small amount of water 
required to keep it full. With this increased 
dilution the river and canal would become in- 
offensive. ‘Mt. Cooley seems to think that 
that is undesirable, 

Persous who wish to form an idea of the 
present state of the greater part of the South 
Branch can get all the information they wish 
by going to the Bridgeport pumping-works 
and looking at the sort of stuff which is thrown 
over the dam into the canal, They can, if 
they choose, wander along the banks of the 
South Fork of the Sonth Branch and study its 
stagnant and unsavory contents. It would be 
well for these searchers to ask sanitarians 
what they think the effect on public health is 
of the presence of vast masses of decomposing 
sewage in the heart of the city. They will not 

find one who will say that it is beneficial, The 
physicians will declare in chorus that the 
dilution should be inereased greatly, so that 
there might be a better opportunity for nature 
to carry on her sanifary processes. 

Those who are interested in the subject will 
find on continuing their investigations that as 
matters stand now the city cannot throw from 
the river into the canal more than the ad- 
mittedly insufficient quantity of 60,000 cubic 
feet a minute, for the simple reason that the 
canal will not hold more. The city must wait 
until there 65 some means of reaching the 
Desplaines Before it can increase the dilution. 
In the meanwhile the river and canai must re- 
main in their present state. The drinking 
water can be protected from pollution by the 
completion of the four-mile tunnel and the 

„ repairmg of the Bridgeport. pumps, but the 
South Branch will continue to be a cesspool. 
It will be one for an unknown périod if Mr. 
Cooley has his way. 

The Sanitary act was passed for sanivary 
purposes, If work were begun under that 
act at this end of the route Chicago would be 
placed in # year and a half at the least in a 
position where it could extricate itself from 
its unsanitary condition. Mr. Cooley's board 
says that the act was passed for unconstitu-

Rarely has the picture of this new life been 
more vividly or compactly sketched than in 
the following summary: 


That great city of 500,000 people (today 1,000,- 
000), which only fifty years before 1. went there 


had been a little shanty outpost, and only four 
been lying a waste of smolder- 


years before b 
ing ruin; the Western townsin every direction, 
with their daring faith in their future; the rail- 
roads stretching out their giant arms to grasp 
the untrodden lands for the new race; and all the 
straggling line of the great advance—the miner's 
camp, the farmer’s log house, the herder’s dug- 
out, and the great trains of emigrant cars, with 
their pathetic human burden, ever moving west— 
all stirred me with the sense of this vast, new, 
evergrowing world! 

It was not alone the mere scale of it all that 
stirred him, but its indomitable energy and 
desperate worldliness, “‘which had to be in 
that tremendous grapple with the elemental 
forces of the earth.” His seven years of work 
in this city taught him, by his own confession, 
new trust in man,.in broad, popular freedom 
and self-government, the deep soundness of 
the great underlying American life and the 
permanent value of Christianity. With such 
feelings as these he went to Boston, He had 
come from “ where the need of American life 
was the greatest to where its capabilities and 
possibilities were greatest, but only to lament 
the provincialism of the modern Athens: 

But, O, the pity of it! This New England life 
does not see it! Boston does not appreciate the 
West! Some do, but all through my ten years 
here I have keot feeling the utter lack of any 
adequate idea of that great new world which is 
growing up there. 

Why, it is pitiful the way Benton society thinks 
and talks of the West. It is like the way in 
which the fashionable Romans of the later em- 
pire talked of the Germans and the Goths, who 
were yet stronger than thay, and were to be the 
very makers of the new and greater world. 

So have I heard, again and again, the habitués 
of Back Bay coteries 1 idicule the West and all its 
works and ways. Ité development may serve to 
round a phrase at great clab dinners; but hear 
the average Bostonian commenting upon it raw- 
ness, its instability, its boastfulness, its straggling 
pretentiousness. 

Hear Boston friends speaking of any family 
that has to move out West, or the Boston mother 


 bewailing the lot of a son who has to go and live 


in Omaha or Denver. Of course they admit that 
some one has to occupy such places, to do their 
work and live their life; but for people who have 
been brought up here, in this old home of cult- 
ured, ordered life, it seems so hard! 

Upon this basis Mr. Herford made a stirring 
and eloquent plea for a larger acquaintance 
with the West, for the service of a broader and 
more earnest patriotism, and an appeal to the 
young men of New England to go forth and 
mingle wholesomely with the great life currents 
of the West. His closing words to his Boston 
congregation were: Loet your sons go West! 
Only look to it chat they take with them the 
noblest spirit of this East—not its fastidious 
intellectualism, nor its often small exclusive- 
ness, nor only its commercial enterprise and 
shrewdness, but something of its old, active 
interest in human welfare, especially its old 
uprightness and grit.“ 

We have presented the substance of Mr. 
Herſord's notable sermon and make no doubt 
it will be read with pleasure and satisfaction, 
not only by his old parishioners here, but by 
the general public of this city, to which the 
pastor was so deeply attached while minister- 
ing here and to which he remains so enthusi- 
astically loyal. Few Englishmen have made 
themselves more intimately acquainted with 
the American. people and American institu- 
tions, or have more accurately gauged the 
real temper and methods of the people of the 
East and West than Mr. Herford. His part- 
ing words should serve to bring them more 
closely together and remove the prejudices 
and ignorance which provincial exclusiveness 
is so apt to engender. In one respect, how- 
ever, the people of both cities will unite heart- 
ily. They will join in wishing the good pastor the 
largest degree of success in his new London 
pulpit, and they will feel confident that it will 
not be his fault if his English hearers do not 
obtain as broad and enlarged views of Amer- 
ica as Boston obtained through the same 
source nnn to the West.

The total expenditures 
in the improvement of the great lakes 
had been less than $30,000,000, The saving in 
the last year due to lake transportation was 
$150,000,000 more then the cost of improve- 
ment. All .that had been accomplished in the 
past by giving sixteen feet of water would not 
oniy be duplicated but enhanced tenfold by 
the expenditure of something over $3,000,000 
to secure a 28 of twenty feet. Canada has 
spent almost 000,000 upon its waterways. 
Inside of five years there will be a 
clear waterway of fourteen feet through 
Canadian soil from the head of Lake Superior 
to the Atlantic. When Canada had a four- 
teen-foot waterway and the. United States 
only six feet through the Erie Canal, we could 
no more compete with Canada than a wheel- 
barrow with a freight-train. There was not 
enough sentiment in trade to send wheat to 
Europe by American vessels at 25 cents, when 
Canadian vessels would carry it for 10. 

Senator Frye said we would be no worse off 
than now when there were a hundred and odd 
foreign vessels in our Pacific — to eight 
American vessels. 


Must Hegin on the Great Lakes. 


Mr. Thompson responded that that was true, 
but if there was going to be a revival of Amer- 
ican shipping, the great lakes was the place 
to begin. Its vessel interests were large and 
would be enormous if they could get them to 
the ocean and engage in voyages 
during the five winter months they 
were now idle. Firms My the lake had 
underbid the coast firms for construction 
of American war vessels and the bids were re- 
jected, not because they were not resnousible 
bidders, but solely because of our treaty with

Returning to the effect of waterways on 
freight rates, Mr. Thompson said the lakes 
and the Erie Canal controlled New York Cen. 
tral rates, which road’s rates the Pennsylvania, 
150 miles south, had to meet. This road in 
turn contrulled the Baltimore and Ohio rates, 
and thus to a greater or less extent lake rates 
governed rates to the ult. When the Erie 
Canal was open the railroads put wheat rates 
from Chicago to New York down below cost 
of transportation, to three and a half cents a 
bushel, and compelled many ecanal-boats to 
tie up.

The Mikado being firmly seated on 
his throne, the King of Corea was invited to 
renew his ancient condition of vassalage, and 
his indignant refusal to do so divided Japan 
into the peace and war parties which came 
into conflict in the Satsuma Rebellion of 1875. 
In 1875 some Japanese sailors were killed in 
Corea, and Japan began active preparations 
for war. But wiser. and more peaceful counsels 
prevailed. China declared herself as not be ing 
responsible for the acts of Corea, but at the 
same time sent word to the King of Corea ad- 
vising him to make atreaty with Japan. This 
advice according with the feelings of the K ing 
on the subject, a treaty between Corea and 
Japan was made and signed in February, 1876. 
By the document Corea was fecogn'zed as an 
independent kingdom, and the port of Fusan 
was thrown open to Japanese trade. The

And when he wants 
to obtain some important slice of news 
does not hesitate to take them by 
the arm. He is to be found in the 
ministries and lobbies of both Houses. 
He generally has his own — opinion 
in litics, but is wise enough to keep it en- 
tirely to himself, for he must remain on good 
terns with Orleanists and Republicans, Bona- 
partists and Socialists. He will try some- 
times to enter a certain group when he fan- 
cies that it contains a man likely to become 
renowned, and will at times place himself and 
his paper at the service of the group so that 
when they come into power he may become 
an official reporter. If he be possessed of any 
special qualities he may have sufficiently im- 
pressed the group for them to offer him some

Political reporters travel about the country 
a good deal, but they rarely go outside France 
or Belgium.

The raffle has always 
been more or less pop- 
ular. If the prize or 
prizes are worth hav- 

ing the raffle offers great chances for a small 
inveetment. Furthermore, the excitement is 
as long drawn out as it is intense; and vhi- 
losophers say—do they not?—that the gam- 
bler craves the excitement of the game in- 
finitely more than the pecuniary gain it 
may bring him. The longest of horse-races 
is over in less than three minutes. A baseball 
match is often finished, so far as the result is 
concerned, in an hour; while the mere mo- 
mentary excitement of a big jackpot or a 
“call of the turn does not last long enough 
to let the subject know he feels it. With the 
raffle, however, it is different. A scientifically- 


conducted rafile may be made to last a whole 


evening. The word scientifically is usea ad- 
visedly. Most raffles nowadays, are held in 
saloons; and a blind man could see that it is 
to the saloonkeeper’s advantage to prolong 
the event to the utmost possible limits. Ex- 
citement creates thirst. To slake thirst costs 
money. The proceeds of the slaking process 
go to the saloonkeeper. Therefore it behooves 
the saloonkeeper to string out the raffle and 
accentuate by every legitimate means the 
resultant thirst. 

There are many sorts of raffles. About 
Thanksgiving or Christmas time one is be- 
sieged by the charitable person who wishes to 
dispose of a block of 10-cent tickets in a tur- 
key raffle, the. proceeds to go to some deserv- 
ing man who has lost both legs, or woman 
who bas been minus a husband since befoh 
de wah.” The ticket is purchased because it 
is cheap and because the purchaser feels 
charitable at this season anyhow; but that is 
of course the last he hears of the 
turkey, or the widow either, for that 
matter. Then there is the rafile for 
the organ or the piano (generally for 
a widow also) and for which there 
are never enough tickets sold to make 
it an object to hold it. But. the 
fact of any ticket money being re- 
funded in such a case has never gone on 
record, The popular down-town cigar dealer 
(who is generally young and one of the boys 
himself) has a raffle once ia awhile. He puts 
up two boxes of cigars, one valued ostensibly 
at $20 and the other at $10. The man who 
“throws highest’ in three throws with three 
dice gets the first prize, the second going to 
him who throws. the lowest number of spots 
in three “shakes.”” It is an imperative 
rule in the management of such affairs that 
sufficient tickets must be sold to pay the price 
of the prizes. Sometimes the dealer takes 
whatever chances are left over and if he hap- 
pens to be lucky enough to win one or both the 
prizes all the ticket money is velvet and 
he is voted a deuceof a lucky fellow by his 
less fortunate patrons. If he wins the first 
— himself heean put it up a second time if 

e wants to and hold the raffle all over again. 
But if he won it a second time it is just possi- 
ble there might be objection. 

A Study of Human Nature, 

The saloon raffle, though, is the raffle par 
excellence, and the one that affords the most 
plentiful opportunities for the study of human 
nature. The desire to gain something for 
nothing, or next to nothing, is strongly im- 
planted in most men, and this desire is never 
exhibited to more conspicuous advantage than 
at a big saloon raffle. All sorts of things, 
from diamonds to horses und wagons, are 
raffled off in saloons. Just before Mrs. Leslie 
Carter appeared in Chicago in The Ugly 
Duckling a Dearborr street purveyor of 
soothing liquids put up a let of diamonds 
to be raffled for. They belonged to the 
traditional widow’’ in poor circumstances; 
but were really m iticent gems. ‘There was 
a beautiful brooch of five flashing stones 
which was to go to the high man—who had the 
privilege of returning it for $100 in cash if he 
so desired—a gorgeous bracelet, which was to 
go tothe second highest; while a nice ring 
awaited the lucky low“ man. There were 
500 tickets at $1 apiece and every one was sold. 
The saloonkeeper, in bis own classic vernac- 
ular, *‘ beefed because there were no chances 
left for him. Mrs. Carter’s advance agent 
happened along and bought four chances in 
her name. He won the brooch and his 
star wore it in the play. Among the 
articles known to have been raffled for in a 
saloon within a radius of one mile from the 
court-house may be cited horses without num- 
ber, complete sets of harness, old ariny 
swords, myriads of revolvers, sets of house- 
hold linen and table ware, a wheelbarrow said 
to have been used by Abraham Lincoln to 
carry the rails he had split during tme day, a 
wonderful opal taken from the shirt of a gam- 
blér who died with his boots on in Denver, fur 
overcoats, shotguns, quarters of beef, and 
a variety of other articles too numer- 
ous to mention. But one of the most 
entertaining raffles in Chicago history was re- 
cently held in an alley resort not a hundred 
miles from McVicker’s Theater and the prizes 
in which were three Cocker Spaniel pups. 

All Three Beauties. 

They were beautiful little animals, the gen- 
der of the party being two to one in favor of 
the gentler sex.

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METHODS OF SECURING A DELI- 
CACY THE EPICURE LOVEs. 


A Search as Conducted in the Bottom 
Lands Along the Illinois River—The 
Fisherman's Outfit Not in Demand 
Stunned but Rarely Killed by Bullets 
or Small Shot—How the Sport Is Car- 
‘ried On at Night—The Requisites for 
Success. ' 


Who that has ever tasted it, piping hot from 
the realm of the experienced chef, does not 
like the toothsome and succulent frog’s leg? 
Lowly of habit and by nature a denizen of 
dark and gloomy and out-of-the-way places, 
the humble bullfrog is no exquisite whiie liv- 
ing, but when properly prepared for the table 
he, or at ieast a portion of him, makes a dish 
fit for kings, and even Board of Trade men 
are not averse to his charms. 

While frog-hunting is hardly equal to th® 
joys of deer-stalking, at the same time it has its 
good points—indeed, it is not too much to say 
that the search for the frog is a revelation, and 
one is inclined to agree to great extent with 
the man who once upon a time wrote: 
Of all the funny things that live 
In woodland, marsh, or bog: 
That creep the ground, or fly the air, 
The funniest is the frog. 

So that when one really starts on a frog- 
hunt, asa party did not long ago, through the 
bottom lands along the Illinois River north of 
Copperas Creek, he may fairly expect to enjoy 
himself, 

A start was made a few miles above the 
Copperas Creek dam in a small steamer that 
lives at Pekin, III., when it is at home. The 
natural thought would be that the frog-hunter 
would provide himself with a net, or a fish- 
pole, or something of that order. Nothing of 
the kind. The weapons used in this instance 
were a 22-caliber Flobert rifle and two small- 
bore shot guns. 

The hunting ground the first day was in a 
piece of swamp land covering some 200 acres 
and lying half a mile east of the river. This 
swamp consisted of numerous patches of pond 
lilies, wild rice, reeds, rushes, and general 
bottom-land vegetation. The water was no- 
where more than knee deep, so that with 
rubber wading boots there was no ditti- 
culty in going about at pleasure. Upon 
first entering the place frogs were sighted 
and the guns began to speak. It 
is rare that a frog exposes more than his 
head above the water, and this is 5 80 
cleverly concealed in the grass and weeds that 
only the practiced eye can at first detect it. 
The old frog-hunters, however, soon detect 
their victims, no matter how crafty the latter 
may be, Walking as noiselessly as possible 
through the water and tangled weeds a sharp 
lookout on all sides is kept for the little dark 
green spots, and when one is seen that appears 
particularly suspicious the hunter stops and 
studies it for a few moments. If satisfied 
that it is a frog he fires at it. Instantly upon 
firing the rule 1s to hasten to the spot where 
the shot struck the water and if the object was 
a frog, and if the bullet hit it, it will be found 
floating near the spot or possibiy a few inches 
under water entangled in the weeds. It is 
only now and then that one sinks to the bot- 
tom, and then only when very much mangled 
by the shot. After securing the prize the 
hunter at once strings it to his belt by run- 

through one leg near 
the foot. This is necessary, as the frog is 
rarely killed by the shot, and if not safely se- 
cured is more than likely to come to” and 
hop away. They frequently escape and= live 
after being pierced 1 and through the 
body and head by half a dozen pellets. 

The shotgun for frog-hunting should be of 
small gauge—14 or even 16—and the charge 
should be moderate two and one-half drachms 
of powder and one-half to three-fourths of an 
ounce of No. 8 shot. While the frog is hard 
to kill, it takes but a slight hurt to stun it, and 
the fine shot do not mangle the flesh so badiy 
as heavier would. The first day’s hunting of 
the party three members killed and secured 
119 frogs, lacking one of ten dozen. Most of 
them were of good size, the quarters measur- 
ing when dressed from six to ten inches. 
Only the hindquarters are usually saved, as 
there is but little meat on the body and fore- 


Night hunting is altogether different from 
hunting in the daytime. At night a flat-bot- 
tomed boat 1s , and the frogs are speared 
instead of being shot. The spear is made by 
straightening’a number of large-sized fishi 
hooks and attaching them firmly to the — of 
along fishpole. Over the bow of the boat a 
lantern with a strong reflector is hung, and 
behind this stands the spearman, while his 
assistant stands at the stern and 2 the 
boat forward with a pushing paddle or long 
pole. To capture frogs in this man- 
ner requires a greal deal of skill, 
acquired only by long practice. It also re- 
quires a sharp eye to distinguish a frog from 
his dead black surroundings. Pushing the 
boat ‘slowly about in the open patches of 
water that wind around among the clumps of 
rice or pond lilies, every one keeps his eyes 
strained on the line of light that the lantern 
casts, and every now and then a suspicious- 
looking black spot lying clase to or among 
the weeds will be sighted. The push- 
er ceases work, the boat comes 
to a standstill, a few ripples break 
the black, glossy surface of the water, 
and chase each other away into the somber 
line of vegetation. When the water quiets 
again the trained eye of the frog-hunter 
soon determines whether the spot is a frog’s 
head or not. If satisfied that it is, the spear- 
pole is grasped by the spearman ata point 
near enough to the middle to make it balance 
nicely, the arm is drawn upward and back- 
ward, the barbed end of the pole pointed to- 
ward the frog and sighted by running the eye 
once or twice 1 pole from the upraised 
hand downward. ere is where nivety of cal- 
culation is absolutely necessary, and even with 
the most skillful frog-hunter there is always a 
certain amount of guesswork about the aim. 

When the spearman thinks he has a sure 
aim he launches the spear forward witha 

uick swing of the arm and the work is done. 

‘he pole is drawn back by means of a cord 
attached to the small end, and if the frog has 
been struck he will be found impaled upon 
one or more of the prongs. The reptile is by 
no means dead, and after the spear is with- 
drawn he must be “ strung ’”’ at once-to pre- 
vent his escape. Expert spearmen will get 
two out of three frogs that they strike at if all 
conditions are favorable. Favorable condi- 
tions are perfectly calm water, a steady boat, 
and a good, clear light. The night hunting is 
followed more for sport than profit, as it is 
much easier to get the frogs in daytime with 
a shotgun; but it is exciting fun, either in 
daytime or at night. And as the fishermen 
tind ready sale for the frogs at 75 cents and $1 
per dozen, according to size, it is not an un- 
profitable way to put in spare time. 


A Naples Donkey-Barrow Story.

There is an asylum in that 
city for old people, in the service of which is 
used a small donkey-barrow on which is in- 
scribed the words Little Sisters of the Poor,” 
and which is generally used for collecting odd 
gifts, from the sale of which the institute de- 
rives an income of about 20,000 francs a year. The 
other day one of the paupers fell and hurt his 
head, and was conveyed in the cart, accompa- 
nied by two nuns, to the Pellegrini Hospital. 
Just before reaching it the cart upset and the 
donkey ran away and took refuge in the office of 
the Lotto.“ The spectators and inhabitants of 
the neighboring streets immediately crowded to 
the Lotto office to play the numbers appro- 
priate to the different persons and objects con- 
nected with the affair—33, 36, 41, 53—and next day 
the office itself placarded the following numbers 
at its door, with the heading: ‘“* Yesterday's In- 
ident 11, 41, 71, 90.“ Next Saturday the people 
will find out whether their lotto lore gave them 
the fortunate number.— News.

IRREGULAR BUSINESS PRACTICES. 


Some Replies to a Criticism of the Chicago 
Real-Estate Board. 

The following communication, which sug- 
gests in irregularities in the methods of 
Chicago real-estate men, and also suggests 
certain possible defects in the methods of gov 
ernment in the Chicago Real-Estate Buard, is 
self-explanatory. It was received from John 
C. Long, and is as follows: 


I have received quite anu 
join the new Chicago Real-Estate ~~ 
the older society, the Real-Estate Board, In the 
lists of members of both I find many reputable 
gentlemen, and in their rules or by-laws much 
that is commendable. I also wish to express my 
appreciation of the grand good work which the 
older organization has been able to accomplish in 
many much u reforms. Nevertheless, 
think I have several good reasons why! do not 
consider it altogether desirable for me to become 
s member of either. [do not wishto be under- 
stood as arrogating to myself the rightſto criticise 
or to be placed upon record as elaiming any 
superior ability or honesty over the great major- 
ity of Chicago real-estate agents. ost of the 
abuses have crept in because of the environment 
natural in such anew and rapidly growing city 
producing necessarily — wildest an 
most reckless speculation. In the list of mem- 
bers of the older board I find the names of three 
agents who have at different times communicated 
with me in regard to certain property, secured 
the legal or definite description, and then they 
have gone back on me and corresponded di- 
rect with the owner or my principal. 

A gentleman came into my officelast month 
very much excited and said: Take your sign 
off my property. I get a stack of letters every 
morning and find a real-estate broker at my house 
every evening when I return home.” It has 
actually reached a point where most of us older 
agents do not dare to put up signs or advertise 
giving the location of property. To illustrate, I 
will relate the following incident: A well-known 
old settler came to my office, took me aside to a 
quiet corner, and informed me in confidence that 
he had discovered his honse and lot were worth 
over $100,000, and that he had made 1 his mind 
to sell and move out into the suburbs, but he did 
not wish i to know about it 
until 1 had secured a purchaser. 
His wife was old, feeble, and nervous, and there- 
foro her devoted husband wished to save her from 
any unpleasant business matters and from any 
annoyance so far as ible. I advertised the 
property very carefally, never giving the location. 
One day a young broker called and informed me 
that he had a customer who wished to purchase 
just such a piece of property, and he would like 
to look at it. I explained that I could not 
gre him the exact location. but if 

e would bring in his customer I 
would introduce him, provided ho thought 
the property would suit. The broker 
never brought his customer in, but he succeeded 
in securing enough information to enable him to 
locate the house, and one evening he called. and. 
as the old gentleman had not returned home, in- 

uired for the lady of the house, informed her 

he understood the house was for sale, said 
he thought he could sell it, and wished to get an 
option on it for a few days. When the old gen- 
tleman arrived he found his wife almost heart- 
broken and crying bitterly. I am at a loss to 
conceive an adequate and appropriate punish- 
ment for such a man. 

Another favorite method of these real-estate 
sharks is to advertise in the daily papers under 
the heading of Real estate wanted,“ not signing 
their names, but securing answers = baggy - a let- 
ter from the alphabet and a number. In this 
manner they do not commit themselves, and often 
succeed in getting the description or location of 
property from other agents, and tlereby secure 
the address of the owner. Nine out ten of this 
class of advertisements are pu“ in / irresponsi- 
ble brokers who have little y legitimate 
business. and adopt this method to eal business. 
This same class of sharks sometimes 
steal business in the following manner: They 
find a sign board ona piece of property, and in- 
stead of calling upon the agent they look up the 
owner, or perhaps they will write to the agent 
pretending to have a purchaserand ask for a defi- 
nite description and best terms, Then they put 
their sign on it and “list it.“ When 1 was young 
and green in the business it was my custom some- 
times to reply to advertisements and answer let- 
ters of inquiry frankly and fully, but 1 soon dis- 
covered this would never do, for I found 
the property in many cases plastered all 
over with the si boards the agent 
with whom had corresponded. 
I have before me now several letters which by 
their dates and subject matter prove the above 
statements. One well-known agent whose name 
is on the list of members of the RealEstate 
Board wrote me asking for exact location, lowest 
price, and best terms for a desirable lot 
which I advertised. I answered his letter fully 
and frankly, and to my surprise a short time after 
I received a letter from the lady who owned the 
roperty, residing at that time in New 

ork, informing me that she had re 
ceived a letter from him asking her 
to allow him to geil property. I 
asked him why be went back of me in that way, 
and Ne answered in substance as follows: 1 
never deal through another broker, and always 
communicate direct with the principal whenever 
I can do so, to save dividing the commissions.” 1 
always keep that letter as a sort of curiosity, show- 
ing that it is possible for a man in this enlightened 
age, a member of the Chicago Real-Estate Board, 
doing business and associating with so magy hon- 
est apd pean pane gentlemen in the board, to be 
so morally and mentally blind that he is actually 
upconscious that he did a mean, dishonest, and 
very ungentlemanly act, and placed himself on 
1 — in r over his — * 

am agent for a la ock of land, splendi 
located, from which | have — for — 
two years in keeping real-estate signs. I have 
done this by securing the assistance of à portion 
of the police force and a neighbor's dog and shot- 
gun. All around it the land looks like a cemetery 
covered with white head-boards. This grim com- 
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If. therefore, instead of objecting to 
abuses, which may or may not be true, Mr. Lo 
would unite with one of these organizations, 
enter the lists for good and ent work in all 
that pertains to the real estate profession, would 
he not accomplish more than he could by m 
his complaints from the outside? 

President of one of our banks and a promi- 
nent official in this city recently said to 
writer, speaking of an inquiry he had concerning 
some of bis properties afew days since, that the 
caller presented his card, but, as he was an utter 
stranger, he declined to give him information 
concerning the -estates inquired about. Upan 
learning, however, that he was a member of 
the Chicago Real Estate Board, he im- 
mediately gave the information sought, 
and felt that he was in safe hands, 
This instance, and many others that might 
be cited, show that the efforts of the Real Estate 
Board for the last nine years to elevate the pro- 
fession of real estate agents in this city have not 

without substantial results. Even Mr. Long 
imself pays à deserved tribute to the good work 
which the board has accomplished, and we hope 
that in the near future he will consider it desir- 
able for him to become a member of the organi- 
zation and give it the value of his best endeavor 
to assist in making it all it should be. I can as- 
sure him that its standard ideal is a high one, 
and that the personal gain sought for is lost sight 
of by the membersin their efforts to establish 
themselves on a high plane of business life. 
The following communication is from Dun- 


lap Smith: 

Referring to the article of Mr. Long in regard 
to the Real Estate Board I would say that I do 
not think he mentions any wary gees reasons for 
not joining the association. e Chicago Real 
Estate Board is second only to the Board of Trade 
in its commercial importance, and second to no 
association in Chicago in what it and its members 
have succeeded in accomplishing for the good of 
the city. It is neither a Sunday-school nora 
young ladies’ seminary, and has not yet attempt- 
ed to take paternal charge of the doings 
of its members. So far it has been 
content to exercise great care as to the business 
standing of those whom it admitted to its ranks, 
and by discussion to establish a public sentiment 
and esprit de corps amongst its members which 
should countenance and encourage certain prac- 
tices aud customs in the trausacuon of our busi- 
ness which would be both equitable and profita- 
ble to both agent and principal. We have no 
penalties for the violation of these customs such 
as are in vogue on the Board of Trade 
and in the Underwriters’ Association. Such 
penalties would necessarily be a dead letter

| owing to the nature of the business. I think one 


of the abuses mentioned by Mr. Long. when he 
says that three agents at different times have 
communicated directly with the principal where 
they had solicited and received a description of 
the property trom him, must have been due to 
carelessness. I do not believe any reputable 
broker, whether in the board or out of it, would 
intentionally do this, although I can understand 
how in handling a large business a mistake of this 
kind might occasionally occur. In regard to a 
sign board being on a piece of property 
it would undoubtedly be well if the owner of 
vacant property had a single agent and referred 
all inquiries to him. Members of the board are 
anxious to have this state of affairs brought 
about, but this matter rests entirely in the hands 
of the owners. As long as they are blind to the 
fact that a dozen sign boards on a single lot de- 
preciates its value and often prevents its sale 
the abuse will continue. It is ridiculous to ex- 
pect that where the owners encourage this man- 
ner of doi business a real-estate broker will 
adopt the etiquette of the bali-room and gracefully 
step aside in favor of his competitors and sit 
down like a wall flower waiting for business to 
come to him. 

In the case that Mr. Long cites, where h. is 
agent of a large biock of land splendidly located 
and has succeeded fortwo yearsin keeping off 
real-estate signs, I submit that he could not have 

done so had he not been appointed the exclusive 
agent of the property by the owner, even with the 
assistance of the police force, the neighbor's dog. 
and ashotgun. What is wanted by the members 
ofthe Real-Estate Board is not shotguns and 
neighbors’ dogs, but cooperation of the owners of 
property in the attempt which we have for a long 
time been working at to establish exclusive 
agency in the sale and handling of property. The 
Real-Estate Board includes among its members 
men who stand among the leaders of the business 
community aud a majority of the best class of real 
estate dealers. The influence of the board in fa- 
vor of fair dealing and conservative methods is 
great. In regard to the mop r. Long cites, 
the matter will easily adjust itself. No man who 
is in business to stay can afford to do a dishonest 
or a questionable act, as it will react upon him. 
The principle of the survival of the fittest will re- 
sult in the gradual dropping out of those brokers 
who do not adopt the highest standard, whether 
they be members of the board or not.

such disreputable practices as he speaks of. 


DESERTED BY WHOLESALE HOUSES. 


Reason Why Centrally Loerated Property 
on Madison Street Is Not in Demand. 

Why are there su many vacant stores on Mad- 
ison street in the three blocks east of the river? 
Why is it that the entire block on the south- 
east corner of Franklin street, the Carson- 
Pirie . block, and a dozen minor properties in 
this limited space remain without tenants? 
Why does not this property sympathize in the 
movement which is causing rentals on other 
business streets toad vance at a phenomenal 
rate? These are questions which naturally sug- 
gest themselves to any one Sho has kept 
watch of movements in down-town districts, 
and there seems to be no tangible, detinite 
answers for them. 

“We are the last of the heavy whole 
sale houses to leave the street and remove 
fur ther south,” said M. D. Wells of M. D. 
Wells & Co. The street is changing from 
wholesale to retail, and is neither flesh, fish, nor 
fowl. The removal of Marshall Field to 
Adams street marked the beginning of the 
exodus of wholesale houses from the street. 
No one seems to know aay definite reason for 
the change. We have good accommodations 
on the street, but feel somewhat out of place. 
We feel that we are a little too far north for 
our line of business. 

Madison street’s day as a wholesale busi- 
ness street is past, and it has not yet devel- 
oped as a retail business street. In this 
condition it is hard to secure tenants 
for property. Just such movements of busi- 
ness houses are noted in every city. In Bos- 
tou at one time Pearl street was the great 
wholesale street. Some difficulty arose be- 
tween some of the heavy houses and owners of 
property, anda few representative firms re- 
moved frum the street. Others followed as a 
natura! consequence, and at present the street 
is deserted by this class of Business.“ 

“The removal of the wholesale interests 
from Madison street is a striking illustration 
of the changes which are made in cities,” said 
R. E. Ismond. “A few of the principal 
houses decided to move south and the others 
followed like sheep. As a consequence Mad- 
ison street is left with a number 
of vacant wholesale buildings, which are not 
available for any other purpose in their pres- 
ent condition. Arrangements have been made 
for remodeling both the Carson, Pirie & Co. 
Block and the old Storm & Hill Block into 
store and office buildings. Property on Madi- 
son street in the vicinity of the river will re- 
main inactive while the street is in the transi- 
tion period.

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 


Details in Construction of the Columbus 
Memortal Block Agreed Upon. 

Plans for the Columbus Memorial Building 
to be erected at the southeast corner of State 
and Washington streets, which was described 
in general terms in Tus Tuners some 
months ago, have been decided upon in detail. 
The building is to be fourteen stories high, and 
will cover 90x100 feet of ground space. It is to 
be of steel construction, faced with terra cotta. 
On the ground floor will be two large stores 
42x90 feet. Between these will open an en- 
trance to the building twelve feet in width. 
Above the first floor the building will be di- 
vided into suites of offices, The nature of the 
ornamentation of the building is what dis- 
tinguishes it from all others. 
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THE COLUMBUS. 


It is to be a memorial to Columbus, A co- 
lossal figure of the discoverer in bronze will be 
placed above the main entrance. Memorial 
tablets in bronze and glass mosaics of the 
landing of Columbus and of the presentation 
at the court of Isabella will be used in orna- 
menting the halls, A feature of the building 
will bé a 240 foot tower, surmounted by a 
te of opalescent glass, which wilt be 

ighted by a 3,000 candie-power electric light. 

This globe will be marked in color with the 
continents. In the exterior treatment of the 
building the Spanish coats of arms are to be 
used in a cornice encircling the building. 

Eugene Bivert has made plans for the 
Charlesgate Hotel, to be erected at the north- 
west corner of Cornell avenue and Fifty-first 
street, in Hyde Park. A lot 100x150 feet has 
been secured under option of lease as a site 
for a $200,000 building. This building is to 
be of brown stone and chocolate-colored 
pressed brick. It will contain 360 rooms and 
will be so constructed that it can be remod- 
eled into an apartment house after the World’s 
Fair. 

W. L. B. Jenney is making preliminary 
plans for a club-house to be erected on the 
triangular lot at the intersection of Ashland 
and Ogden avenues and Monroe street. The 
building is to be erected for the La Salle club 
and will represent an outlay of about $80,000, 
The lot on which it is to be built has a front- 
age on Ogden avenue of 126 feet, on Ashland 
avenue of 100 feet, and on Monroe street of 
93 feet.

High Buildings—Street Congestion. 

CMC AGO, Jan. 29.—[Editor’of The Tribune. 
In all the discussion concerning skyscrapers [ 
notice that there is one feature which has never 
been brought out with sufficient emphasis—i. e.. 
congestion of our streets. 

Although this question has been considered of 
secondary importance it is in reality of the great- 
est importance, and Ithink [can show in a few 
words and figures what a dangerous aspect this 
feature presents. 

In a crowd of people the necessary street area 
for each person is two and one-half equare feet. 

In an eighty-foot street like La Salle or Dear- 
born the actual street area for each side is forty 
feet (to center of street). 

Take a building fourteen stories high, 100 feet 
frontage, and populated with 2,000 persons (in- 
cluding guests). 

It is neither unreasonable nor improbable to 
suppose a public act which would cause a general 
panic and precipitate all these people in a great 
rush into the street. 
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By the above figures what would happen? An 
inconceivable calamity would be the inevitable 
result. A few unruly horses mixed into the shuffle 
would make it still more interesting. 

This demonstrates very clearly what may occur 
and shows the danger we are exposing our- 
selves to. i 

Up to tho present time, however, the above con- 
ditione do not yet exist; it is a theory and not a 
condition that confronts us — but the reverse will 
soon be the case. At the rate that these towers 
are going up we will in a very few years bave an 
entire frontage of sky-scrapers, making our 
streets the bottoms of great wells where darkness 
will reign supreme and perpetual artificidl light 
be the rule of the day. 

I have made no mention of the many other ob- 
— features—light, ventilation, dangers 

rom oscillation, distortion from heat, as pointed 
out by Chief Swenie, etc., etc.—but hope I have 
made conspicuous a point, the gravity of which 
has not been neopenty considered. 

In addition to limiting the height of build 
with regard to width of streets as affecting light 
and ventilation the area of street as regards es- 
timated population of a building should enter 
as an important function in the laws governing 
the size of a building. 

It seems to me that a few plain figures as pre- 
sented aboye is a most conclusive argument for 
speedy action in restricting the height of build- 
ings. .

GATHERING VERMONT SPRUCE GUA. 


How It Is Procured and What Becomes of 
It All. 

Benxineton, Vt., Jan. 27.—[{Special Corre- 
spondence. |—In November, when the cold 
weather has fairly set in, the gathering of 
spruce gum begins in Vermont. Genuine 
spruce gum has almost entirely disappeared 
from the Bennington market as a regular ar- 
ticle of merchandise. Formerly the supply 
was abundant, the price low, and the quality 
first-class. But the supply now largely de- 
pends on chance, the gum-pickers not being 
so numerous or industrious as in former 
years, as there is little money in the 
business. The sawmill, pulpmill, and forest 
fires have wrought such devastation among the 
big tracts of spruce trees which formerly 
clothed the Green Mountains that 
the occupation of the gum-pick- 
er is almost gone. Sometimes a lumberman 
or a mountaineer in Woodford, a town adjoin- 
ing Bennington on the east, discovers a tree 
that will yield several pounds of marketable 
gum, which is brought Bennington, where 
it finds a ready market at good prices. The 
price * entirely upon the quality, rang- 
ing all the way from 50 cents to $1.50 a pound. 
Gum of poor quality is . readily distinguished 
by its opaqueness and by its intimate admix- 
ture of minute bits of bark, which became en- 
tangled with the gum when it exuded from the 
tree in a semi-liquid. state. Poor gum is 
further distinguished as being too heavy or 
too light, bitter, and permanently sticky to 
the teeth in some cases, and hard and crumbly 
in other specimens. Gum of the finest 
grade is either translucent or ttansparent, 
of alight amber color, filled more or less 
with minute bubbles of air, breaking with a 
short, shining fracture and having a eweet, 
peculiar, and balsamic odor and taste. The 
word “‘gum,” however, is popularly misap- 
plied, as the substance is a resinous matter. 

A considerable portion of the gum offered 
for sale in Bennington is sent West in small 
packages by mail. The reason for this is that

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PRESENT NEEDS OF CHICAGO SCHOOLS. 


Mrs. J. M. Flower Discusses the Educa- 
tional Problem. 

Cureaco, Jan. 25.—(Editor of The Tribune. ] 
I was much interested in your editorial im 
Tun Sunpay Tumor on the subject of the 
public schools, as I havé been in all the var- 
ious articles on the subject in the different 
papers. It is a good thing to agitate and dis- 
cuss, and view things on all sides, for 1 have 
great faith in the final triumph of the right if 
people will only have the courage of their con- 
victions and say what they really think. What 
pleases me chiefly in this discussion is that in 
the underlying idea all seem to agree and the 
difference is only as tothe means of carry- 
ing out that idea, All complain 
that too much is crowded into 
the primary and grammar grades, but 
each one wants to add or discard according to 
the needs of his own family or neighborhood. 
Those who live in a good locality, where chil- 
dren are carefully watched and trained at 
home, think sewing a useless waste of time, 
but German and drawing essential for edu- 
cated people; while those who live in a poor 
neighborhood or who study the needs of such 
think knowing how to put on a patch or mend 
ahole of more importance thao a smattering 


of German and drawing. 

The parents of a delicate, studious child, 
who spends his time out of school curled up 
in an easy chair reading a book, think physi- 
cal culture in the school is an imperative ne- 
cessity, while the parents of the boy who will 
not apply himself, and spends his every avail- 
able moment at ball and marbles, think 
schooltimne should not be wasted on gymnas- 
tics, but every moment should be given to 
mental labor. The people at Hyde Park, 
where there are few poor and a large number 
of high-school pupils, think the one thing 
needful is to build them a $100,000 high- 
school building; the 2 over in the neigh- 
borhood of the rown School know 
the thing most required is a new 
school buildimg there, and so it goes; 
and to satisfy all the demands the board would 
require $12,000,000 instead of $6,000,000. 
Those, however, who really need the most and 
for whom it is the duty of the board to pro- 
vide first have no one to speak for them, 
though they are the children for whom the 
public schools exist—viz.: those whose only 
opportunity to learn anything must come 
through these schools. There are in the pub- 
lic schools todayin roun@ numbers 90,000 
in the four primary grades, 30.000 in 
the four grammar grades, 65,000 i 
schools, and as nearly as can be 
culated fully 20,000 more who are not in school 
at all. These are official figures. In other 
words; of the 90,000 who enter primary grades 
only one-third reach rammar grades 
and one-eighteenth only the high school. Is it 
not the duty of the Board of Education to 
consider the needs of the two-thirds rather 
than the one-third? Of the total population of 
che — school, which, according to last 
month’s census, is 125,000, only 4 per cent are 
in the high schools, 24 per cent in the grammar, 
and 72 per cent in the primary, and two-thirds 
of the primary children, or 48 per cent of the 
whole schooi population, neverjgo beyond the 
third and fourth grade. To these 60,000 chil- 
dren the public school has to give everything 
that is to fit them for citizenship or for suc- 
cess in the future. The parents of this 60,000 
are so burdened by providing the. barest 
necessities of life that they can teach noth.ng. 
The children come to school ragged and dirty, 
simply because their parents have no time, 
even if they knew how, to make them any- 
thing else. When necessitz forces these chil- 
dren to begin earning something, as it does at 
10, 11, or 12 years of age, is not thechance of get- 
ting respectable employment lost utterly if 
the child comes in — to apply? 

It is such girls who are forced into the 
sweater’s shops to pull bastings for 50 cents a 
week, and these boys who drift into the ranks 
of the street arabs because no respectable em- 
ployment is open to them, whereas these 
same children if they sought employment 
with neat, well-patched clothes would have 
every chance of finding it, and once started, 
of going steadily on to something better. It 
is from these ragged, forlorn boys and girls, 
for whom there opens no future, that the 
ranks of our loafere and criminals are re- 
cruited, and the money saved by not providing 
suitably for them is paid out ten times over 
when they come to our peorhouses, courts, 
and jails. 

Twenty thousand of these children are in 
double divisions now that is, can only go to 
school half a day tor want of room; for the 
double divisions are almost entirely in the 
neighborhoods where the bulk of the children 
at best only remain in school two or three 
years. These primary children should be 
housed before a single grammar or high 
school building should be built. Having 
housed them what shall they be taught? That 
which is most requisite for enabling. them 
to lead decent, honest, self-respecting lives 
hereafter, and this is reading and writing En- 
glish, spelling, common rules of arith- 
metic, Uni States history and geog- 
raphy; sewing for the girls that they may 
know how to make themselves respectable in 
appearance; and such a foundation of 
manual training for boys that they 
may be able to use their 
hands with some degree of skill and intelli- 
gence, and no money should be spared to have 
these branches well and thoroughly taught. 
Let us stop there with the primary grade. No 
child can learn to read and write both En- 
glish and German in that grade, and taking 
both simply means that neither is learneti to 
any purpose. Half the children taking Ger- 
man are children of German parents, and it is 
fully as important for them, if they are to live 
here and earn their living here, to read and 
write English well as it is for others. It is 
from the sensible Germans themselves who 
know this that this reform must come, as it 
will come, I am sure. 

Nineteen-twentieths of this class of primary 
children spend every moment out ot school in 
active outdoor exercise. Why should they 
hare special teachers of physical culture? 
Drawing, tob, could and should be taught in 
the simple forms needed in these grades by 
the regular teachers, and in half-hour lessons 
twice a week instead of fifteen minutes a day. 
The most to be attained in these grades is 
freedom and control in the use of the hand 
and some ideas of form and color. 

This requires a special teacher. The diffi- 
culty with our primary schools: is that they 
are not primary in their methods. They gre 
complex and unsatisfactory, and I am inclined 
to think the primary school of fifty years ago 
im many respects accomplished ite end better 
than ours. I was taught numbers and form 
and color in mine at 4 years of age by a 
frame of colored balls, than which I have 
never seen anything better for the purpose. 1 
learned to sew patchwork at the same early 
age, and was taught all the mysteries of stitch 
and backstitch, hemmung, and darning before 
I was 8. Sewing went out of the schools in 
America when sewing machines came in—I 
suppose because it was thought handwork 
would no more be required; but it is prob- 
ably being restored as its need is becoming 
apparent. Iam looking forward to the time 
when the real wants of our primary children 
will be realized and the training in the pri- 
mary — will be to teach the few things 
needful thoroughiy and well. Then the chil- 
dren who goto the grammar schools with a 
thorough preparation in English reading and 
writing may take the German to some pur- 
pose, with skfliin the use of the hand may 
advance rapidly in drawing, and with a good 
foundation may realize. the importance of 
thoroughness in a few things rather than a

In Chicago, as in Boston and New York, 
people generally should be strenuously ad- 
vised to beware of colds, and never let them 


‘have their run.

in what country they were made, but in the case 
of pictures this is entirely disregarded. The pro- 
posed plan of stamping pictures is of obvious 
benefit both to purchasers and to reputable deal- 
ers. Picture buyers would have the assurance 
that works they bay have been imported and are 
not copies, unless they are copies made in the 
‘country from which they came. 

Custom-house receipts are often offered as evi- 
dence of the genuineness of a picture, but, like 
affidavits of the artists, they are not always re 
liable proofs. As an example, a dealer may im- 
port a work by Henner or some well-known artist, 
the subjects of whose pictures are often so similar 
that the title is of little consequence. Shortly 
after he may start out with a collection 
which he may take to several important 
cities. if the subject is a taking one an alleged 
Henner may be left in each city and the pur 
chaser be satistied that he has an autbentic work 
because he has seen the custom-house receipt and 
a letter from the artist stating that he would 
paint the picture for a price a little below what 
the purchaser gave for it. 

it is not even necessary that the dealer should 
retain the original painting. It may be returned 
to France under the existing tariff laws within 
six months. the duties paid refunded to the im- 
porter, and the picture resold in Europe. where 
there is always a market for authentic works by 
well-known artists.
